ſed my fozepaſſed ſozrows , news was bzought me of the laſt yt-

Py Lozd(ſaid 
maſter Elizab<ch) when you received the D2der of Knightheod, 
and that King Bruneo, Quedragar t, andall our company that 
were as then with pur father Amadis de Gaule,flept by, means 
sf the melodious noiſe of nine Zrumpets that ſounded on the 
ſhþoar , Grafinde my Wtſtriſs ſent me cn a meſſage to the Mar- 
gueſs Saluder her bzother, to certifie him of her Warriage with 
the Pztince cf Sanſuegue, whereto;e J imbarqued my ſelf, and 
had ſo ged a winde , rhat in ſhozr time after I arrived at Con- 
{tancinople, where I found the Emyerce , that twk great plea- 


ſure to bear me diſcotarſe what had happened ſithence the return. 


of Gaſtilles his Nephew. And the next day when 3 meant to 
return, the Pzinceſs Leonorine, who in my minde 1s the beau- 
tifulleſt Pzinceſs living at this time,ſent fo2 me,moſt inſtantly 
deſiring me that in tbe pzeſence of Qugn Minoreile , with di- 
bers other Ladies and Gentlewomen,J would ſew her what Y 
bad heard touching the Knight with the green ſtvozd. Fo? (ſaid 
ſhe) although that now we underſtand he is named Amadis de 
Gaule, ret will we not change his other name , tillſuch time he 
ſendeth us ſome other of his linage, 02 elſe return himſelf to do 
us ſervice,accoeding to his p:omiſe.Then I ſhetced them of the 
ſtrangeneſs cf tbe Ark of Lovers, the ſingularities of the Iſle, 
whereof they never had heard,tbe loſs of King Luifarr, the ma- 
- ner how pcu received the Dzder of Knightbod, the ceremonies 
that at the ſame time Urganda commanded to be uſed, the com- 
mandment that your father Amadis de Gaule gave jou to come 
and ſerve them in this place , and laſtly bow in tte end we fell 
aflep in the great @erpent from whence we were carried (not 


knowing thereof) to the-Dalace of Apolidon , where when we 


awaked,we foundall our company t:gether (cnelp you) Manley, 
the King of Dacia, Ambor, and Talanque , not knowing that 
toas become of you.

requeſt, JI began to fhew her the manner of Tour nativity, bow 


King Luiſa:c found rou in the fozreſt with the Lions , of the 


letters be recetved that dap, wi ar letters you had on pour body 
when peu were bozn, whereof ſorre wcre as white as Snow, ffg- 
ntiprg your own name, the reſt asred ag b'ed, ſewing the 
tame cf pour 1: be, as pet unkncin . by reafon the charatterg 
cannot be underſtood. @Then ſmiimgly ſhe asked me bow ycu 
woiuld know tt, and JT anſwered her , that lobe in time would 
learn, and that fo2 certain ſhe would be of royal blood, and one 


that ſhotild be the beautifulleſt Lady living in ber time. Trulp 


(fatdſhe) be oeſertetch no leſs, wherefoze I p2ay you beartilp 
when rou ſee Him , perſwade him to come hither and fulfil the 
p:omiſe that Fig father made us , fo? I have great defire to ſee 
Dim, thar be might be ag much at cur commandment, as hereto- 
foze his Father Amadis hath been, which IJ p2omtſed her to-do, 
although I ſaid A doubted it - weuld net be' ſo fon as I ceuld 
wiſh. S9 my Lo2d I ſtayed certain days at Conſtantinople, 
ſzeeking continually ofpcu , that done, JI tmbarqued myſelf a- 


gatn, where by evil (o2tune we fell into the hands of the G tant 


Matroco, whim ag then wag upon the Sea. While maſter Eli- 
zabech ſhewed the black Gnight if the beauty of the Pztneeſs 
Leonorine, and what ſhe had inquired cf him , lobe entered fo 
far into bis heart , that oftentimes he chanyed colour ,. but fee

After Elizabeth gone frem the Perinitage wtere he lecr 
A tbe black Knight , went ſo faſt and made ſiich haſte, that 
be came again unto the Caſtle, not miſſed cf any, ret tte 
King was awake befcze he came, who leaning in a window. 
and ſ&ing him below in the Court , asked him if he bad flept:; 
No, and it1iketh pour Grace (ſaid he) J have been abzoad.wal- 
king along the country, wich X find? environed with the

did bim, in departing thence with-ut being known , ſ&king by 
that means if it were poſſible to dzaw (rem him what he knew as 
touching the Untght : but all in vain, foz the King was net ſo 
ſubtile to undermine him,but maſter k!:zaberh was as crafty to 
pzebent Him , not intending to faifffie the truſt repoſed in him 2 
and although the Genrlewoman had determined to ſhew Þ king 
what ſþe had learned of the Knight,hoping thereby to obtain ber 
purpoſe. Nevertheleſs,ſeing maſter Elizabeth in preſence, ſþe 
beld ter peace ttll-be went awap,;and perceiving the King alcne, 
ſaid unto him, Py Logd, if it pleaſeth your Grace to ſhew me ſ6

[tretching out his legs,yielded up the gboſt. With that rhe king 
rode ſumewhatnearer , and p?rceived the tws knights to bear 
black Cri fſes.tbat fhewed them to be Chzifttans, wherefcze rt- 
ding boidlp unto them, be went ſs near that they knew him, 
whereupon they went to do him ho1102, much abalhed to ſe him.

rou mto this Countrey. And it pleaſeth pour Grace (ſaid Ta- 
lanque ) we ſ&k after a Knight armed all in black, cf whom zs 
yet wecan tear na newes. Do pou know his name (ſaid the 
king? ) That we ds (ſatd Ambor ) for it is pour Nephew E- 
ſplandian : that contents me (ſaid the king) do but follow me 


and J wil bzing 70u where he is. With that Ambor,who befoze 


was alighted ro honoz the king,mounted again on bozfback, and 
Talanque on the Giants hozſe, foz his own was (lain, and all 
thes together rode the wap the king came thither, till tuch rtme

Zrul»(ſaidſbe) Jl bad 
no ſooner aſſured htm of the death of Matroco and the reft of rhe 
Caſtle, but be fled 6ber thts bill , as if all the devils in bell bag 
been be bind btn 53 yer be told me that the Giaiit hrs maſter had 
beard fome rumo2 therecf, and fo2 the ſame cauſe was coming 
ro the Caſtle to know the truth , accompanied onely with two 
Unights , that be cauſed to ride before þim , but to their hard 
foztunes , fcz be f{und rhem both Natn , net kn{wing who had 
Bone it , but oneiy that not long after he met with two ſtrange 
Untghts, that aſſayled him, and lefr chem fighting (as be ſaid) 
regetber. 1858p God ((aid the King) if the firſt rwo Kntgbts ſped 
bardlp, tieir maſter that followed after rhem had lirrle better 
entertainment , fo2 thep are all lain upon tie wap , and here 
are the Knights that did it, whom J pzay pou let us take with 
us, fo? thep are friends and companions unto that Unight poi 
have pzomiſed to ſtew me.

ſtone, who being abaſhe> to ſee his daughter in ſuch company, 
asked whitber ſhe went. Father (ſaid ſhe) here is King Lui- 


 farr pour Pzince and mine , whcm A bave beought te ſee pou. 


And althought the Permit had not feen him in long tinte be- 
foze. pet he p2eſently knew him , Wherewirh be ſtepped to kiſs 
b:s fzer, which rbe King w:uld not ſuffer him to do, but imbza- 
ced him,and lighting off his ho2le, followed the Gentlew:man, 
till h2 met the dumb man, that bearing the nciſe and trampling 
cfbo2ſes., came to ſee who they were , and percetving the king, 
he bowed bis bead befaze him. Nevertheleſs the king went 
foward, not ſtaying to ſpeak unto bim , entring pzeſently after 
Carmelle into the Chamber , where he found the knight ſet up- 
on the beds-fide.

But they ſcarce alighted off their 
bozſeg, Ambor and Talanque being unarmed, but Carmelle me- 
bed with the extream paſſtons cf love ſþe bare unto the black 
Knight,bad almoſt flain her ſelf with the ſword that the dap be- 
foze ſhe had ſtoln from him, the cccaſicn whereof pzoceeded from 
a conceit that he would diſdain ber as unwozthy of him,be being 
the ſon of Amadis de Gayle, as ſbe underſted : yet-in the end 
ſh: remembzed the pzomiſe the king had made, wherefoze ſhe de-

manner, thar maſter Elizabeth and Sergil , ought verily hey 
had lain each other, but rhep ſtayed not long vefoze they roſe a* 
gain, and laying hand cn their ſto6:2ds, there began between. 
them the cruelefſt. and malt dangerous battel that ever was ſeen: 
whereat malice Elizaberth much abaſþed , ſaid unto himſelf, 
Ed Eo), what may this mean. FJ believe fo2 certain that ſome 
devil of heil hath transfo2med Himſelf into hunane ſhape,to de - 
ſtro» us all. Sean time the iwo Knights continued in moſt 
cruel fight,fti1}] increating thetr mights,cleaving ſhitlds and ar-* 
moezs, in ſich ſe2r, that all the field was covered with pieces of 
the harneſs. and dzed with blood that rfſued from their bodies, 
till at the laſt knight of the bzidge ſtept back and ſaid unto Eſ- 
plandian, Sir Bnigbt, take another wap,and J am content to 
quite pou cofcombate, foz pou are the valtanteſt knight that ever 
I dealt withal , and it ſhould diſpleaſe me niuch, If by pur wil- 
fulneſs you would be cauſe of your own death.

loſs bis |tfe ar that time by ſo bard a chance? Curſed be the dap 
that ever be met with bim,that 1s the cauſe of ſo great loſs. And 
to ſap truth , if God had not pzbrded F:2 them, the father had 
lain the ſon,and the ſon the tfather,fe2 the Knight of the bzidoe 
was Anmadis De Gaule, toho being oter curicug of his fons qlc- 
ry would p2ove is fozce, and the better to do it, the day befoze 
Efalandian tek his 1leate, te departed ſecretly from the Court, 
and ſtayed fo2 him at the bridge , bearing an unknown armoz, 
where aitcr many attempts on either part giben, Amadis per- 
ceibing both their dangers,ſatd unto Eſp!andian; Knight,veu ſe 
tell you cannet overcome me,and JI aſſure you, J never bad to 
do with any Knight , that ever putme toſo great extreamity, 
wherefoze IJ am content tolet pou paſs. Wut not J you (ſaid 


be) unleſs pou tell me your name. J willnot deny you that (ſaid 


Amadis) wherefoze cauſe maſter Elizabeth to come bither.,fo2 I 
think we have both ne&d af his help. Then Eſplandian called 
him unto them, mean time Aamdis put eff bis helmet, fo faint 
and weary, that be wag conſtrained to lean imto a tree. But 
when Eſplandian knew him , and perceiving the fault he bad 
committed , be caſt fozth a great cry, andſaid : Alas wicked 
w2etch that J am,and therewith be fell upon the ground. where - 
at maſter Eiizaberh and Amadis thinking him to be in a fweon, 
ran tolift him up, but it was not ſo , onely that it griebed him 
be bad dealt in ſuch manner with his father, who ſaid unto bim, 
S.n.,although J am as ſoze wounded as poſſible map be,without 
death. per have Jn-t received ſo much hurt, as conceived plea- 
ſure, perceiving the baloz J find to be.in ycu, wherefoze be not 
diſcomio:ted.

Such was the combate between the two Knights 
as pou habe beard,yet ſome weite,that Amadis was ſo wounded 
by Eſplandian, that in the end with a 1þzuſt of a liunce into the 
rtght ſhoulder, and other blows with his Swozd, be was flain 
in the field, which Oriane bearing, thzzw her (elf out of a win- 
dow, and bzake ber neck.

geod faith fir knight,J am well afſined it will not be long befoze 
J be delivered, fo2 Frandalo wareth very weak;ſſ& pou nat hoy) 
be beginneth to recot!? Pou pcoz aves{ſaid ſhe)what think roy 
thereof? I think it wii! be nzw oz never that pou muſt be free. 
UWhereat thep all began to 1lok up,percertving the Giant ſo wea- 
ry, that recoiling back, be ſaid unto Manely, Knight, thou art 
nct able to refiſt me leng, wherefecze 71el> thy (elf, oz elſe thou 
dveſt. Jgrant the like to thee (ſatd be)if rhou wilt deliver us the 
Gentlewoman and her Bargue, with all thou tokeſt from her,o- 
therwiſe thou muſt do better then httherto thou haſt dine, if 
tbou mindeſt not to loſe thy head. It is to well guarded (ſaid rhe 
Giant) and as he would bave ſpoken moze, Manely lifredup bis 
Cwozd,charging bim with greater fury then befoze. Wherewirh 
Frandalo (athamed to ſee him(ſeif fo hardly handled by him whom 
be made ſo ſms] account of)purt fozth all bis ſtrength,inſuch mas 
ner. as at that inftant Manely was ſsze wounded, but the moze 
be felt himſelf hurt , the greater grew his courage , eſpecially 
when be felt the blod run within his harneſs , ſs that with an

Then Manely de- 
ſired the King of Denmark to take him into the ſhip, and gibe 
ozder to the Surgion to cure his txounds, which done,he pzapsd

at the gate,the King of Denmark ſpake unto him andſaid.com- 
panion I p2ay pou tell the Pzinceſs that Jand this knight bave 
bzought aſtrange lady unto ber,that if tt were her pleaſure weuld 
gladly ſpeak withher, With that the Squire went in and ſtaid 
not long befoze he came again, leading them into the Pzinceſs 
chamber,wbere they found her in company of Queen Minoreſs, 
with dibers other Ladies and Gentlewomen, but ſhe was eaſle 
to be known among them , foz in beauty ſhe ſurpaſſed them all, 
Manley and the king of Denmark thinking they had never ſer

ded þim to entertain the two Knights in the beſt manner he 
coluld,as ale to lok unto Frandalo, until the Emperozs return, 
who (aid fþe) will be gladof their arrival , ſpecially to under- |

though. ( by him that next after. ycur felf., may mcſt command 
bim ). he had expreſs charge to pzefent it unto you , as bound 
thereto by pzomiſe. And to the endyou may give credit to mp 
wozds , be ſendeth pou this ring , wh ich is the very ſame pcy 
gave to Amadis, being in this Court; if your Grace can call it 
to remembeance, . With that Leonortne rok it in her hand,and 
bebclding tt long time, ſhe faid unto the Gentlewoman: Trulp 
this ring was ſometimes mine , which I gave unto the beſt 
Kntght nowltving in the woz!d. In faith (ſaid the Gentlewo- 
man) a better Knight then he bath ſent it rou again;and that is

(ſatdſbe : True it is, maſter Elizabeth toldme of a yong Gen- 
tleman ſon to the Knight with the green ſwo2zd ; that not long 
fince was made Knight in the Ferm 3fle, Urganda being pze- 
ſent , and the next dap was carrzed away in a ſtrange ſhip , of 
whom as then they could hear no news. Madam (ſaid Carmelle) 
I know not who the Knight with the green ſwozd map be, 
but be-wberecf- I ſbew you,bath bad ſuch a beginning in arms, 
that if it be your pleaſure to hear it , you will be abafþed there- 
at : tell it I pzay pou (Caid tbe Pzinceſs.) But as the Gentlewo- 


- man began to ſpeak, one bought the Pzinceſs news the Em- 


peroz her father was come from hunting , and asked foz her :

out further honoz unto þim , . ſpe ſtood till and help her peace, 


where: - 
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whereat all the company began toſmule, thinking that want of 
civility cauſed her to fozget ber ſelf. But not long after thep 
changed their opinton,Carmelle beginning to ſpeak 1m this ma- 
ner. My Lo?d, I have been nouriſhed all my life among the beſt 
Knights living in # wozld,yet let not pour grace find it ftrange 
if at the firſt (being in your Bajeſties pzeſence) I babe uſed fg 
little honoz to your Grace :, whereby pour Gentlewomen ſþ- 1110 
habe cauſe to laugh at me: F 02 that want of underſtanding how 
to behave mp ſelf in pzeſence of ſq great a Paince, ts not the 
cauſe thereof , but onelp the joy A conceive inmy ſelf. to be a 
ſerbant unto him, whom J moze eſteem then any man ltbing : 
and J onely hold toz my lozd and maſter, not knowing any woz- 
thier then he. And if it pleaſeth your Grace to know who tt is, 
together with the cauſe of mp arrival in this country, I pzap you 
ſend foz the two knights bzought y me bither,« I wil ſþew ſich 
things, whereat(it may be) rour Grace will be abaſhed. Gentle» 
woman (latd rhe Emperoz) you ſþall therein do me great pleg» 
ſure. Wherewith he commanded a Gentlewoman to go fetch the 
two ſirange knights, who coming into the Gmpero?s preſence, 
baving kiſſed his hands, and he welcomed them in courteoug 
marner,, he willed two chairs to be bzought , wherein he ſet 
_ them, veing a Pzince that alwaies entertained rangers with 
great hono? , eſpectally if he knewthem to be of fozrain com- 
cries. That done, all the Knights, Gentlewomen,and Ladieg 
went net to bear th? Gentlewomans ſpeech, when ſhe tur- 
ning unto the Emperoz, ſatd in this manner: ET L02d,J think 
Pour Grace hath long befoze this time known the Caſtle, called 
tie defended mountain, wbich(during the lite of valtant Char- 
radaque,and ſince that rime)youand the king of Turky have dj- 
bers times aſſayled to win , although mn vain, it bath alwaies 
benſy well defended by the Giants Matroco and Frerion yetin 
one day a knight alone hath conquered it,« lain the two giants 
whereof I ſpake, with their uncle Arcalaus and Argantes the

pzefly from the Caſtle, boping to deliver him, but befoze ſbe got 
thitber;be wag ſet at liberty. Notwithſtanding(ſþe being loth to 
looſe her 1aboz) to be rebenged thereof , did ſo much by her Art, 
that ſhe got king Luiſart(as then hunting in the fozreſt)into her 
A ent, the king thinking toſuccoz2 a Eentlewoman, that as be 
thought a knigbt would have deflowzed: where he was fo cruelly 
inchanted, that loſing all bis ſenſes, he was tranſpozted with- 
out any mans knowledge into the dimgeon of the Caſtle, where 
my lozd and maſter found-him. And continuing ber diſcourſe,fhe 
fhewed in what manner Eſplandian was made Knight, and ſt- 
king to find ſhe king, was carried by the boat cf the great Ser- 
pent into the Jfle of the Enchantreſs , where he conquered the 
ſſtning ſwozd,and afrer that beought in a little barque'to the foot 
of the rock called che defended mountain,.the ſpeech be had with 
the Permit,the combats with Argances,Matroco,and Frerion, 
tbe deſperateneſs of Arcabonne,the determination Se hadto kil 
bim, when ſhe found jim fleping in the bermitage,? love wher- 
with ſhe wag ſuddenly furpzized. And laſtly,the means how king 
Luiſart knew him : foz (ſaid-ſbe)be ts ſon of Amadis bis fon,and 
of the Pzinceſs Oriane. And becauſe at bis departure from his 
. Father he gavs him command to come and ſerve the Pzinceſs 


Leonorine pcur daugbter,with the other Ladies,accozding to his 


p:omtiſe,be hath expzefly ſent me hither, humbly beſ&eching them 
fo pardan the low perfozmance of bts fathers will:but to amend 
bis fauk committed,he wil ſhoztly be here to fulfil bis charge as 
Ing as they pleaſe, Gentlewoman(faid þ Gmpero2)J knew his 
_ father fo2 one of the beſt knights in tbe wozld:notwithſtanding 
pou have ſhewed luch ſtrange things cf his ſon, that I certain- 
ly believe be far ſurpaſſeth him. Þe ſhall be beartilp welcome 
when he cometh , but if my daughter will: follow my ccumſerl, 
ſhe ſþall not pardon his long abſence till be come in perſcn to de- 
fre the ſame : and let him be affuredhe ſþall not depart ſof@n 
from hence as Amadis hath done, At the leaſt, we will make wm 
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fo 00d cheer, and my Daughbter likewiſe , to whom J give ex- 
 peeſs commandment to do 1t, that he ſþall not have occafion rg 
drflike our company. Wear time the-two Knights ſhall remain 
with us foz pledges, aſſuring you I will give them all the bono 
and 9@) entertainment that Jcan deviſe. Pp Lozd(ſatd ſhe)rhe 
deſire they bate to underſtand the things declared to pour Grace, 
bath caſed them fo2 to come hither , with whom by great gg» 
toztune I met; fo? Frandalo, whom be( pointing to Manley)bath 
moſt valtantly conquered, bad -taken me pzifoner , [not far off 
from the place where I firſt imbargued ; but as foztune would, 
there aroſe ſo great a ſtozm at ſea, that all his Weſſels ſeparated. 
. one from the other,bis ſþip wag caſt up:n an Ifland, wherein(byp 
the ſame tempeſt)rheſe two knights'not lng befoze arribed. And 
with that be thewed what ſpech they had with Frandalo, and 
what paſſed between them : Wherefoze mp Lozd,acquitting my 
p2omiſe made unto them , IJ habe at large declared the Adven- 
tures of the god knight therr compantcn. In faith(ſaid the Ein- 
perc2) they have ſbewed themſelves right valiant knights, and 
made a wcztby pzeſent untomy daugþter,foz which J give them 
thanks. Py Lozd(fatd Manley) we humblp beſech pour Grace, 
that from hencefozth pou wrll accept his ſzrvice,ſoz it is bisonly 
deſire,as be hath pzomiſed us. Js that poſſible (ſaid the Gmpe- 
ro2?) Foz he is the vildeſt villain that ever lived on earth, and 
bath moze wzonged my ſubjects-then ever any did.Wy Lozd(caid 
the King of Denmark ) he will become a newman , and there- 
foze my cotnpanion did pzeſent him to pour daughter,whtch p7o- 
miſed foz to ſave his life , which wwe beſeech pour Grace likewiſe 
to perfozm. J am content to do tit (ſaid the Emperoz)at pour re- 
queſts,though be deſerbes it not- While they ſar talking; Gaſtil- 
les that ſtayed tn the fozreſt to look unto the hounds, entred into 
the Þall,and pzeſently knew Manley and the king of Denmark, 
baving ſen them in Great Britrain befoze thep were made 
Knights , wherewith he asked them when they came thither :

UWhat bope then reſteth(ſaid 
the Pzinceſs) unto you ? Theſame(ſaid He) J know to be far 
different between him and me , foz2 when A am in preſence, be- 
bold!ng the excellencp of bis perſon, J then receive ſome com- 
fozt, which to htm ts utterly,denied., ſ&ing that already be endu- 
reth fo2 berſake,that as yet be never ſaw,and that (Wadam ſad 
fhe) is your own perſon,as Jſaid _ Surely (ſatd th?

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Baſſias, Begberbeys,and Sangiaces, wherecf ſome were lodg- 
ed within rbe Baſe-Court , which they conquered ar their 
firſt coming tbither, wherewirh Eſplandian was much griebed, 
and aſked Talanque how be ſiiffered them to come to ner? Aſſure 
pour ſelf(ſatd he)ir was not with our wills,but we defended tt ag 
long as poſsible we might , and the Poztall likewiſe, which ax 
their firft coming they aſſailed, 1Sut we defended it ſo well. that 
withcut their Pine they bad never won it,yet did 1t p2oftt them 
but little, fo2 that ſuddenly we deſtroyed all their Wine,that hay 
colt them fifteen days laboz. UWhich Armato percetbing,ſoighr 
ts begin again, which we by divers ſallies would not (uffer Þtn; 
ro do : but whatſoever we could do,in the end their f.2ce prevai- 
Ted, and we conſtrained to f_zſake the fame, and retire unto the 
Calſtle,and that 11 qo) time,fo2 we were (carce entred into rhe 
dungeen, but they fired it, whereby the Poztal fell don, gt- 
bing us at that time one of the moſt cruel aſſaults that ever 
place ſuſtained, being ſo meaniy guarded as it was, and aſſure 
pour ſelf, that there is neither 10p-bole noz window , but they 
raiſed ladders o2ſome other engines againſt it,and with lances, 
fire,and ſword, gave us ſo much to do, that we were in doubt to 
by overcome. Nevertheleſs they were as hotly repulſed, fo2 
Libee gave them ſuch entertainment with a dzam of Potoder, 
thathe fet on fire , as they began tocry out victozy, but upon a

{erved the Kingof Turks, and he knew him tery well , wbere- 
foze Eſplandian defired him to ſpeak frz all the reſt, And en: 
txing 
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ring inio the Chamber , Frandalo went firſt , who kneeling on 
the ground, kiſſed the Kings hand. With that Armato thin- 
king be had been px1ſcner, asked him where he was taken. Mp

My L:;b 
(ſatdhe) rou map ſap what pleaſeth poli, as being pzibiledged 
fo? the greatneſs of your eſtate , yet J can aſſureyoy , J never 
bad ſo cowardly a heart as rou eſteem J have,but rather account 
my ſelf happp to have dine that J have done. Pet will I not 
refuſe to do pou ſerbice (my hcno?2 till reſerved) in any thing J 
can. With that Armato remembzed himſelf, and thought he 
Itd him w2ong, wheretoze moderating bt choler , be ſatd unto 
bim ; Frrend Frandalo, If tt grieveth me to have loſt pou ,, ler 
it not ſeem ſtrange unto yoi,ſeing now IJ had greater bope then 
eber IJ have had to be ſerved by pour means. But ſeeing tt 1s ſo, 
you know bow IJ habe uſed you heretcfoze, now I p2ay you (if 
you map dI any thing fo2 me) to finde the means with pour 
compantons that J map be delivered from hence by ſomne rea- 
ſonable compofirton.

There did the Captain of T<fifanc ſþew 
biuiſelt to be no yong begrnner in arms , fo? that like a balianr 
and tardp knight he entied among the Cheiſttans , and being 
ſec. nded by bits men, did mc>t valtantip deſend tbemſelbes, and 
aſſailed the enemy, although at their firſt encounter ten of their 
b:abeſt ſoldiers were-unb-2ſed and otertbe. tan. And ag Eiraca 
entered-into the pzeaſe., Norandel and te met together with 
ſuch fozce, rhat Norandel wag wounded.in 1Le 1cfr ſhoulder, but 
not ſoze burr , and the Captain of Teſrfanc lofing his tirreps, 
was thzown over his hozſe with! ſo-urcat ſtrength, that with 


the fall he was fozced to lie upon tle ground; and could remote 


neither hand noz fot , which rhe Turks percetbing, toreligve 
their Captain, did ſo batianily , that rtep cterthzew f-tr of the 


1B21ttiſhþ Knights , wo nevertheleſs rc\e peſently again, and. 


with their ſtvozds in band, rhzuſt ſo many of the Tutks bozſeg 
into the fideg and flancks, that in ſbpzt ſpace mcze rhentwentp 
of the Lurks were obe1thzomn likewiſe , and many flain cut- 
\iigbt ; at that charge Enil and Gavarce were burt, and the reſt ſg 
bardlp handled, that without-Frandalos company tbat came to 
ſuccoz them , they bad all been overtb2own 3 and intruth thep 
bad almoſt ſtrayed to long, bur rhe ſquire that Bellerts fent unto 
thein , could not overtake them befoze they were in tbe: vatlep 
where tþep-ſþ: uld have met.

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"Teſs Frandalo, Eſplandian, and the reſt of their company, made 
them change opinion : foz when they percerbed their compani- 
ons ſo hardly matched by the enemy , tVey entered among rhem 
with ſuch fury, that bad it not been foe Eiraca (who at that time 
bebaved himſelf moſt valiantly) they bad overthzown the Turks 
at their firſt on-fet, but by reafon of the great refiſtance he 
"made, they continued fighting half an hour after , wherein he

me my bzother the King of Denmark, Gandalin, Enil, Carmelle,

not do tt, There was not anp among them. that once wculd ask 
him whither he went,but anſwering bim, ard $: Thar be might

would keep tbe place tilt he came again,altbough be Raid a whole 


zear befcze be returned : by this means Efplandian by little and 
little framed himſelf to take bis voyage. while tbe king of Den-

- thitþer,to be made ready,and upon a munday in the mozning E(- 


plandian and bis company imbarqued themſelves to ſayl unto the 


caſtle the defended mountain, but thep were no ſcner put to ſea,

Then be tld the King 
cfD2nmark bow he conquered the ©w: 2d he bare , the deatb'c>l 
the Serpent.,and all thar he had ſeen uxon the Rock , and it ts 
called (ſaid he)the Rock of the Enchantreſs. By God(ſaid Gan- 
dalin) pou ſay true, foz J remember,that purſuing after a knight 
thatled a Gentlewoman away, J found vour father king Ama- 
dis and Grandaſor here, and the knight likewiſe tbat I ſolight 
thar bad hidden himſelf in the old pallace upon this Rock : then 
be told them from point to point what had happened unto bm, 
and the great love the knight bare unto the gentlewoman he 
had carried away by fozce-, but (ſaid be) befc;e we departed _ 
| agree 
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agreed withhim , and they pzomiſed marriage to each other, aj- 
though befoze that time ſþe hated him moſt deadly { neverthe- 
leſs , underſianding that the fozce he uſedunto her was cne{p 


done ſo2 the love be bare her, ſþe clean ſo2got ber fozmer hatred, 


changing tr to a moſt exceeding love. Jn gedd fatth (ſard Car- 
melle) as far as J perceive,no man ought to deſpair ofanp thing 
he taketh in hand , no moze will J during mp life ; which ſhe 
ſaidin reſpect of Eſlandian, who in time «as ſhe thought might 
love þer,and whcllp fozget the Pzinceſs Leonorine. And ſolong 
thep talked,tbat dap began to appear , then Eſplandian ſaid to 
the King of Denmark ; Companion, I p2zay you ſtay Fere o2 me 
while J ga up , foz J will have no b{dy with me bur Gandalin 
and Enil, amd tlep ſhall go with me, not that J fear any danger 
 . that may Happen unto me , but onely becauſe they map help me 
toitirup the t:mb whereif I told you eben ncw. My Lo2d (ſaid 
the King) 5 p:ay ycu offer me nor ſo much injury, fo? X will not 
[eave you though it coſt me my lite, eſpecrally in this place 
where J have moſt great defixe to ſ& that JI never ſaw befoze. 


| Sxing it is 78ur pleaſure (ſaid Eſplandian) let us go , andlet 


our Squires bing ſome victuals with them , if we need to ear 
befoze we come back again : which the ©qutres did, wherewith 
thep began to mount up the Rock, and travelled ſo lcng, that a- 
bout Sun-fitting thep came unts the hermitage, where the great 
image was erected, wherecfycu beard befoze , where rhey ſtap- 
ed allnight , the next day they travelled again, and came into 
the lake that ran b. foze tte old pallace, and becauſe it began to 
be datk, they determined not to travel any further fo2 that 
time, and to ſay tie truth they were weary ; but all night the 


ſerpents that iffued cut ofrheir holes to dzink cf the water, ceas 


l?d not to hits and paſs befoze and about them to afſail them, 


which they had not failed todo, had it not been for the vertue of: 


Lplandians Sw: 2d, whereunto ns venomous things might once 
appzoadh c2 come ner.

wherewith the King of Denmark affailed to do it , but whar 
ſtrength ſo ever be uſed, it was tinpcſsible fo? him, the like did 
Ganda'in and Enil, bur thepſped no better then the King, where- 
at Eſplandian began to laugh , and taking it by the two ends, 
Iified it up ſo eafily as tfit had been a piece of dzy wad.yct was 
ita piece of Chaiſtal of thze fingers thick , and about ten o? 
twelve fot long : wder tr they found an azire ſtone, the faireſt 
and moſt oztent colour thar ever was ſeen that covered a Ceder 
cheſt, which ſinelt as ſweet as any Bain , the Cheſt deing ſhut 
with a lock of Emerald-ſtone , yaving a kep of Dtam:c nds that 
bung by it at a Chain of fine Gold, all moſt artifictally coinp3- 
ſed ; the ſtone taken up and the Cheſt opened, they found the J- 
inayge of Jupicer Iving therein allof maſſy G:1d, garniſhed with 
many Pearls, Rubies, am other ineſtimable rich Jewels, eſpe- 
cally a Crown that be ware on his head, abour the which were 
vlaced certain Carbuncles in to2zm of Greek Letters, with theſe 
W92ds., | 
Fupiter is great God of all Gods, and in his right hand he bare 
a Table containing this propheſte , VWhen time ſhall come, that 
my art and knowledge ſhall faile, the hearr of rhe hand incloſed 
herein, and life reſtored by them thac were rhe cauſe of death, 
the Grecian ſheep long time nourithed inpteaſant paſtures, ſhall 
be conſtrained to feed on a herb bicrerer then Gaul , by meanes 
of the extremity the hungry Sea-Volves ſhall put them unto, 
whoſe number ſhall be fo grear , that chey ſhali cover the Sca in 
divers places, in ſuch wiſe , that the poor ſheep incloſed in their 
great Forreſt , and divers of their lambs being dead and torn in 
pieces , their [hepheard (having in a manner loſt all hope of re- 
ſtoring chem again,) with anguiſh of heart and mind , in abun- 
dance of tears ſhall lament cheir great misfortune. Then {hall 


come the brave Lions whelp, by whoſe means the great troop of 


wolves ſhall be driven away and deflroyed. Nevertheleſs, be

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;hall take from the ſhepheard his great power, and the beſt be- 
loved of his.theep, wherefipon he ſhall ſeize , in ſuch ſorr, that 
bis ſtrong teeth and ſharp clawes ſhall enter into her heart; and 
the entratles of. her body , the reſt of the flock refting tn the 
power and government of tim and his tierce company, whereby 
not long after it ſhall come to paſs, that the grear deceitful 
Serpent, the Lnchanted Sword, and this high Rock , ſhali ſink 
into the bottom of the Sea ,, and ſhall neyer after be ſeen again 
of any man. .

to bebold rhe ſtones and great riches they ſaw within the tomb, 
which thep determined to take with them, and return unto their 
ſþips without ſtaying any longer , foz their victuals began to 
fail : wherefoze Eſplandian willed Carmelle to take the Lion,be 
and the king of Denmark twk the plate of Chziſt, Candalin 
and Enil the azure ſtone, and the @quires the Ceder Cheft with 
| the Jmage of Jupiter. And in that ſozt they ifſued out of the pal- 
lace, deſcending down the rock, till about evening they came 
unto the hermitage ; where they taped all night : the next dap 
they went on till thep found therr ſh1p, wherein about Sunſet- 
ting thep imbargued themſelves : and becauſe Eſplandian would 
not be-ſ&n in Conſtantinople without the great Serpent , be 
commanded the maſter of the ©hip to direct his covrſe to the

favo2 , Pou ſhall bind me fo ever unto rou : mean ttme J will

Aſſure 
your ſelf(faid the King) Il will ds my god will. There was be- 
longing to theirſhip a little Prunace, tobich the maſter tek with 
bim (beſides the boat) to ſave himſelf and bis people if any tem- 
peſt ſhculd happen,wherein the King with certain marriners to 
quide him entred, and taking theirleave of Eſplandian , ſailed 
ſozwards with ſo god a winde , that in ſhozt ſpace they loſt the 
fight of the great ſhip, 1But the next night fullowing there hap- 
penedſuch a tempeſt, that at the bzeak of day their Pilar knew 
not where be was , and without knowledge of the place be wag

fought fo2 ber, and overcame him that accuſed Her , and taking 


the Gentlewoman with him , pur to Sea again, and ſailing fir 
- days together along tbe coaſt , he perceived a matd out ofa 


tower, wherein the Lozd of that ccuntrey kept ber pziſoner, fo? 


- the cauſe which Che Jeclared to the King out of a window that 
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!Iaked into the Sea , foe whoſe ſake the king tok land to fight 
with the Lozd tril be delivered the pw2 Gentlewoman eut of 
pziſon. : ſuch were the adventures of the King of Denmark, 
which are rehearced at large in the great Chzonicles, that ma- 
fer Elizabeth wzote not long after the Cczonation of Efplan- 
dian ; wherein the pzcweſs and adventures of the Bzittifþ 
Knights and others remaining at Alfarin, are likewiſe regiſt- 
red and o2derly ſet down. Fez thts time content your ſelbes to 
underſtand rhe manner bow and in what ſozt Eſplandian and the 
Ptinceis Leonorire ſaw each other , bþcw afterward Vrganda 
came ts Conſtantinople, of the armies both by Land and Sea, 
of the cruel battel between the Tuiks and Cheiſtians : which 
ended , our Piſtozp likewiſe ſþall be finiſhed, but babing many 
things todeſcribe.,befoze X come to that point, we will return to 
Efplandian, that was not ſmally abaſhed at the long abſence cf 
tbe King, expecting from day to day ſoine news of him,tbat had 
left h1s company onely fo2 the cauſe pou heard befoze.

atd and ſucco2 me wirso all rheir Fozces ano Powers , whereof 
ſo.ne are alreadp acrtze1 at Ten<do, where we (up.n certain 
matters fo:uching our Countries) are to aſemvle tugecher: and 
taping tye tte till I bave means to do wverter fo? you, IJ wlll 
gtve 020er that certain money ſhall be given ou io ſuſtain your 
wants:F 2 the which the Cttizens of Galacia barking bum moſt 
bearitly, remiiningin Telitaac, where they continually lamen- 
ted rberr great lofſeg : on the other fide Eſplandian,  anda'o,and 
the reſt o7the Knights that had gotten the Town , con(ſldering 
with themſelves rbat it would be impoſsible fo2 rbem to keep 
and defend ſa many places with ſo few men, agreed among them 
to ſend Gandalin to Conſtantinople unto the G:nperoz, to ſhew 
bim what they had of lare d:ne to Alphoraz, and won the town 
of Galacia, being one cf the moſt famous havens tn al tþ.ſe parts, 


and f.2 that cauſe beſsught bim to ſend them Galitille-, oz ſome 


other of his Captains, with ſome Fozces to aid them,otherwiſe 
they ſhould be conſtrainedeitber to leave Galaria.oz elſe Atfarin, 
conſidering their ſmall number , and the contmual alarms that 
the enemtes gave them : and tbe better to move im thereunts, 
they ſent bim the greateſt part cf the rich Jewels they had con- 
quered in the town. But they had neither Barque n 2 Prnnace 
ready to ſend, wherefoze they were conſtrain'd to take thar wherk- 
in Eiplandian came thither:whicth at thar time(as f-2tune would) 
lay ftill at anker ſtaying their pleaſure. Wlherewith Eſplandian 
Cent Sergil to cauſe the ſþip to come thither : which d.ne, and 
Gandalin ready to tmbark himſelf,Eſplandian took bim affde,and 
ſaid unto bim : F:tend Ganda'in, pau have always been fairbfil 
and truſty to my father , which giveth me cauſe to diſcloſe my ſe- 
cret unto ' ou befoze all otbers : when you come to Conitantino- 
ple (faid he) rou ſhall ſ& the Lady Leonorine, to whom rou fall 
pzeſent mp mecſt humble Commendations, ſhewing her, that J 
will not fail berp ſhoztip to accompliſh my pzomiſe and ber com- 
mandment ,. and withal xou fpall pzeſent her the two —_ 
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that were given me, which J' ſend to wait upen her,that by thets 
p2. ſence \þe may bave me in remembzance : and knowing you 
are not to learn how to uſe pour ſpeeches in fich caſes, I pzap 
you Gandalin let me finde gn you that which J expect. Pp Lozd 
(fatd he) God give me grace to do pou ſervice, - Then fare poi 
well (ſaid Eſplandian.) With that Gandalin with all his charge 
entred into the ſhtp, and having ſer ſail,had a ggod irs. thar in 
(Þo2zt rxne after he arrived in Conſtantinople: where being lan- 
ded,be cauſed tke ſqutres to bear the Pzeſents be bad bought ; 
and entring into the palace,he f.und the Empercz talking wth 
dtbers of his Noble men; the Empero? perceiving btm,went to 
imbzace bim,cſking him where be hadleft þ good knight Eſplan- 
dian, and whether he meant not ſþoztly to come and {& him? Pp 
L o2d, ſaid Gandalin, be commendeth himſelf moſt bumbl» unto 
9: ur Grace,and bath ent pou wozd by me, that noi atove fifreen 
days paſt, be, Frandalo, and otbers of our company. bave taken 
the town of Galatia. Galaria? (ſaid the Emperoz) 1By the faith 
J bear to God, that is god news: fo2 as A ave been infozmed 
heretofoze , it igone of the riches towns in all Turky , but JÞ 
kticw not well how they can kfep it. Full well m» Lozd, (ſaid 
Gandalin)fo it be pour pleaſure to fend them ſonie atd ; otherwiſe 
they ſhall be conſtrained in the end, either to abandon rhat to 
kwep Alfarin, oz Alfarin fo that : which wculd be a ſpame fee 
them , and great damage both to ycur Grace and all Cheiſten- 
dom. Pave rhev found great riches therein (ſaid thy Cmperoz,) 


02 bave they loſt any quantity of their men? Py Le2d (ſatd Gan- 


dalin)fome of the enemies ere flain in the taking thereof: and 
with that he began to ſhe him the manerhow it was done,and 
cauſing the caſes wherin the pzeſents were,to ve opened, among 
otber things be fhewd bim the images of Nabuchodonoſor king 
of Aſlyria,of Alexander the great,and that which be moſt eſter» 


med, the true andlibelp repzefentation of He&or of Troy, ar- 


med at all points,as he was when be fought againſt rhe Grect- 
ans 3 and ſurely thz Emperoe had reaſon to make ſo much aC- 
count therecf,foz that Agamemnon wagcontent to recetve it toz 
his part, as being eſteemed to be tbe richeR jewel inall the city 
of Troy , foz that He&or himſelf had cauſed it purpoſely tobe 
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made while the Grecians lay befoze the Ctty,by one of the cit» 
ningeſt w:2kmen that cculd be found, and ſet it upon the chie£ 
Gate of the Pallace cf. ll:on , which long after fell into tbe 


hands of the kings of Turky,that bad ereced it in the Market- 


place of Galaria , placing it upon. a bigh marble pillar , which 
Gandalin ſhewed unto the Cmpero?, as be beard repozred in the 
coumtrep ; wherewttch the G:npero? was ſo well pleaſed, that he 
could not refrain. to ſap :- Jn go truth IJ ſhould nct be better

hearts as they had done in the pzeſence of Quren Minoreſle, ag 
Pou heard befcze.s Candalinf.2Hts part knew not whar to think 
althcugh be. had bozn Eſplandian in rhe tomb, and ſer Him in ber 
chamber as poll lik2wiſe heard. Then the Empers? asked him 
bow long he meant toſtay, Py 1025 ſaid-Gandalin)aslitrie ag I 
map, fozit were not fir f.2 me rc live at reſt. while mp compant- 

ons are in arms: ?Wherefoze 4 inolt humbly beſeech pour Grace to. 
gibe me mp dtipatch as (@#1 as poſsrbie you can. Gandalin,(ſatd 
the Empero2/ JF will pzeſentlp fend fo2 mp admiral, & will cauſe 
men in al haſte to.-be pzepared, thar within fix o2 ſehen days they 
{þall be ready to de part. With thar he went into the Garden to 
zecreate himſelf, andthe Ladies with him ; wiere when Gan» 
lin percetbed Leonorine v1 an Arboz cf Mtrtle trees , walking. 

penfively alone, be went unto her andſaid: Madam, my Loz2d 
Eſplandian commanded me to certifie yeur Grace, that fince the 

ttme-be departed from you! , and that he recerved ſo great favoz. 

at pour hands, his heart (thar whollp rs poitrs) hath ſa longed 
after youll, that- he Hath thought co dre a thoiiſand times with. 
grief, tfoz the loſs of pour pzeſence. And to ſay the triuth, J bave 
bnown many men troubled with the paſſions of lobe , but J 
certainlybelieve there was never bis Itke , noz that moze wiſ:-

Jt uttering whereof Candatiin ſhetoed (6 fozrowful a cotn- 
tenance, that he made Leonorine ready to weep, In which kind 
cf office he had ſo well bin exerciſed from hts pcuth , tFatns 
man could ſurpaſs htm in the fame. Friend Gandalin (ſatd the 
Painceſs Leonorins) J know not febat you mean I ſhould do 
foz him moze then already I have done , no2 Tet fo2 what cauſe 
yotl ſhould imagine that I ſeek to be the means c fhis death:ſee» 
ing that if be were but (ick, X know my ſelf ſofeeble and impatr- 
en!,;tbat with grief « ſozrow IJ ſyould nor be able tc live one hour 
afrer. Let it therefoze be far from youi, cnce to think py J would 
ever be any other mans then only his:and think it not ſtrange,if 
in the Empero2s pzeſence., oz befoze the wozld, J diffemble ag JI 
do,fo2 I would not in any caſe,tbat the leaſt inckling of the bur- 
ning {obe wherein. mp beart continually flameth towards him, 
fbould as yet be once perceived,chiefly foz the great god I wiſh 
unto him. Badam (ſaid Gandalin)J am well aſſured he will re- 
ceive an extream pleaſure to hear tbeſe news,and þ he wil leave 
all things ro come hither,if pou think it good. That is my deſire 
(ſaid fhe) and J p2zay him fo ro-do, « 701 to peiſwade bim there- 
unto. While thep were deviſing, 1 arcary the Admiral (ſc called 
of þ place of his birtb) entred ints 7 garden: being a man iſſued 
ofa mean houſe. but adbancedunte great authozity by big great

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Admiral Tartary accozding to his charge, executed his Commit- 
fion in ſuch ſozt , that within fix days after be was reavy with 
bis navy to ſet ſap], and depart from thence. 


CHAP, XXXIX. 


How Urganda arrived at Galatia, and of the darger whereia ſhe 
was by the fubcilty of Melie che Enchantre!s. 


THe Admiral Tarcary and Gandalin having taken their 

leaves of the Emperoz, ſet ſayl, and paſſed the ftraighis of 
Conſtantinople, and wtitbour any adventures, arrived at Gala- 
ria Within one week after thetr departure +; if they were well re- 
ceived by the Chziſtian Knights , it ts not ro be dcubted, fo; 
their number was C3 ſ:nall and fa diſperſed, thar they were in 
doudr to be able to kep that Town , with Alfarin , and the 
Caſtle tbe defended mountain, 1Sut when they ſaw ſuch atd, 
they were in better hope , and having received the Admiral, 
thev divided their two thouſand men, as need required. Mean 
time Eſplandian had no ſmall defire to know of Gandalin if he 
bad ſpoken with tbe Pzinceſs Leonorine, and bow ſhe did : foz 
the wbich cauſe being in lis chamber. he ſent foz bm. TUbere 
talking together , Gandalin ſhewed him from point to point 
what ſpeeches had paſſed between tte Pzeinceſs and htm , nct 
onely befoze the Empero?, bur alſo in1he garden And of mp 
faith (ir(ſaid he)you do ber w2ong, conſidering the geod meaneg 
Pou babe both to ſatisfie ber and p: ur ſelf;fo2 what excuſe ſoever 


 Fou can make, you are not ſo (:2e charged on this ſide, that you 


may not ſpare \-me time togo and ſe her, which ſhe craveth at 
7our hands, That IJ will do(ſaid Eſpland1an) but J muſt find the 
means;take pou care fo2 that (ſaid Gandalin)and let me go fleep, 
f32 J never had moze need : Go ſaid Eſplandian) & be tere again 
betimes in the mozning. Wherewith Gandalin 1@k his leate, 
leaving Eſplandian 8lone in great care how he might find ſome 
convenient excuſe to leave big companions in þ extreamity, but 
God p2ovided fog bim :; f 2 the ſame night avout an hour befoze 
day as he began to flumber , he beard a moſt pleaſant ſound of 


muffrk, which you mulk underſtand, came out cf the great ©er- 


pent

 pent that he left in the Caſtle che defended mountain, which at 
that time was arribed befoze the town cf Galaria, but little did 
he tbink of any ſuch thing, oz that Urganda had bin therein, be- 
cauſe he thought her ro be in great Bricain. This mellody cons 
tinued fo2 the ſpace cf half an hour and moze, which done , be 
heard ſuch a n:itiſe of Trumpets Clartgals,Phifes,and Tabers, 
that ſounded ſo bigh , that the ſentinels of the town theugbt 
verily the enemies navy bad bin arrtbed befoze the ſame to lap 
fiege untoit { whereupun they cauſed an Alarum in the town, 
each man running to tbe walls, being all of rbat mind till dap, 
wben they might behold the great Serpent (wherein Urganda 
was) all hung with long pennons and ſtreamers : wberear E(- 
plandian was ſo glad, that geing dawn unts the Paven,be p2e- 
ſently entered into a bcat with Talanque, Manley, and diverſe 
other of the pzincipal.captains to ſ& who might be there. And 
rowing ner unto it, they knetv Urganda that ſtayed fo them cn 
the batcheg and ſtretching tozth her arms, ſpake unto them and 
ſatd ;- Py g@) friends, pou are moſt heartily welcome; J pzap 
you come up into mp ſhip, that J may» tmbyzace pou. With that 
Eſplandian entred, andas he meant to ſalute Urganda, fhe kn - 
ied on the ground to kiſs his fet , wherear he being aſhamed 
'teok her up , and ſaid unto her ; Padam , J never th:ugbt 70u 

would have taken pleaſure to mock with me , ſ&ing J account 
my ſelf much moze bound to pcu then to an” creature living in 
the wozld. And therefoze foz Eods cauſe,tfat any ttme I ance 


to offend you, puniſh me IJ p2zay you in ſome ſozt o2other. Volt 


happy Knight , '(faid ſhe) The aid J hope fo2 at your hands be- 
foze many days ſhall paſs, moved meto do as J have done, wher- 
ſoze I beſ&< you take it in god part. And with that ſhe embya- 
ced him, andafrer him, Talanque, Manley,and al#the reft,every 
man doing her great Fone?. defiring ber to ſhew them the cauſe 


offer fo ſudden coming ti ither. By god friends (ſaid (he) roy 


s!! know ir at ſame other time when better leiftire ſerveth ; 


mean while J am t« tell-pou that rt is neceſſary fo2 Tov thoetlp- 


to go unto the City of Conilancinovle, where you ſhall enter all 


armed and 8pparrelied in the ſame armo? A babe bzought hither 


fo2 Fou, and thus muſt J tell you , that ifyou ſhould defer it till. 
ang- - 
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another time, rt would be pzejudicial to pou all TUHerefoze 3 
counſel you to do it upon the firſt day «if the next week, aſſiiring 
pou to be as well received of the Empero? , as eber were anp 
knights,which your eaſe and pleaſure in bis company, ſþall con» 
tinue until þ rolling wheel af foztune turning about, ſhall being 
with it many travels, paſsions, « adventures, which ſþall cauſe 
many griefs and ſozrows both to pcu and others.And the better 
to make you believe that al I ſay is triie, I tell ycu that I my ſelf 
{hallfall into two cf the greateſt dangers of my [elf that ever J 
bad, whether it be here oz in another place 3 know nct. And 
which is wozſe,J! cannot by any means avoid j ſame,not know- 
ing any cauſe how noz wherefoze it ſhould be ſo, although tt be 
in a manner ready to fall upon me. Padam(ſaid Eſplandian) be- 
to2e pou ſball receive any burt in our pzeſence , we will all 1:ſe 
our lives toſiucco? you.

And aithough rhev wer? but 
feto 1n conipariſon of their enemies, yet they bid twice 02 Þ2ice 
overthzow divers of the Turks that ſemed boldeft to advenrure 
ſozward, in fuch ſozt, rhar had it not been for the Toirnen that 
came up.n them, the hozſemen bad bur lirtie pzevalled ; tohere- 
at it isnot io be marvelled, becauſe the greareft part of them 
were Citizens,altogerher unexpert in arms, and fitter fog ban- 
ket at a table than to guide a hozſe oz bzeak a launce ; whereby 
!n leſs than a quarter cf an hour the four Knights bad done 
them great burt «; andſomuch,, that nertber the bozſemen noz 
fotmen burſt once ſet fo2ward to enter upon the bzrdge, till one 
of them determined to make pzof, thereby if it were poſſible to 
incloſe them reund about.

ner : and having ſupped, thep began to dance, which continued 
til] midnight, minding 1he next day to bdgin their ſpozt again : 
but foztune minding to bear a part , did ſo trouble the featt. that 
{be gave them welltounderſtand, bow ſhe can wozk in all things 
at her pleaſure ; fo2 tbe.next day about evening the Knights and 
Ladies being in the Park , ſome talking with theſe to whon: 
rhep bare afſections, and contenting their mind with ſuch devi- 
ſes as love to paſs the time in pleaſure , put into (heir heads, 
others running}atout and taking pleaſure to gather flowers,and 
do as moſt delighted them. Melie (from whom rill then thep 
could not bear one wozd) went unto Urganda, and befoze then

into arms, and having raiſed a mighty Army, thought to drive 
chem our of our quarters : but having long time continued ege 
before the Callle of the defended monntain, . and brought it ro ſuch 
extremity.that they had no victuals to ſaſtain themſelves ; he of 
whom we were moſt in doubt, the firſt bevinner of choſe wars, 
found means by the aid of a villain named Frandalo (that ſome- 
time belonged unto us) to enter therein , and by lubrilry tO take 
Us priſoners, i in ſuch ſort, that our Army being overthrown, we 
remained prifoners in their hands, $4 they have holden US 
in ſtraight keeping almolt for the ſpace of a whole year roge- 
ther: mean time our fortune continuing worſe and a ; they 
have by treaſcn ſeized upon the Towns of Alfarin and Galatis, 
ewo of the beſt Ports in all our Realm : which they had never 
taken in hand without the aid of the traiterous and * difloyal m- 

_ peror of Conſtantinople; who for to aid and ſuccor them, hath 
fallly broken the Truce concluced between us,and raiſed ſo ma- 
ny men, thac without your aids, we are in danscr to fall into 
their hands, a thing that would concern you much, ſeeing we (as 
$ Vcu 
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con know) are the Frontier and Rampart to you all, Where. 
fore in the name of all our gods, we pray and defire you, thar 
not one: y for the ſafeguard of our Law , but for the profit and 
1tility of all che Eaſt countreys , you will ailemb!e your Forces 
in fo oreat number, that chereby we may drive theſe Chriſtians 
0:30 of 017 Countrey, and CONnqUer tne Erapire of Conſtantinople, 
even to France, and the Countreys of Great Brittain , which will 
be both eaſte and profitable unto us. 

Theſe Letters wertten and the Weſſengers diſpatched, they 
made ſuch baſte , thar befoze the end of July fell»wing there 
were ſo many men aſſembled at the pozt of Tenedos, that the 
Ch:iſtians had news thereof, as hereafrer-pou ſhall bear. Dne 
day among the reſt ag Delleris , Talanque , and Manley being 
iced out of the Caſtle cf che defended mountain,hoping to take 


ſome Turk 11 the way to Tefifanc that might tell them news, 
not onely of the King Armarco, but of Melie and Urganda , as 


day began to appear they came unto the adventurous fcuntain,. 


where thep bebeld tbe pillars of bzaſs , the pavillion, and the 
field-bed that Heliaxe bad left there, with a great Serpent lying 


therein, which pzeſently began to run away, and the Knights. 


after, thinking to kill her, but their hozſes durſt not go ner ber, 
7er ſhe began ro complain and weep as bitterly as a woman tra- 
belling With childs. Wherewtth there appeared four men well 
mounted and arived ar all points, thatcrzed out and ſatd ; Six 
Knights. depart from Hence and trouble not our gentiewoman 
in this ſozt, 02 it ſpall coſt pou 7ourlibes. And ſcarce bad they 
ended their ſpeech, but they ran each at other,tbe ſtrange knights 
bzeaking rheir ſpears in ſuch manner upon the Cheiſtians, that 
Manley and bis c:mpantons thought they had run againſt them 
with long ſtrawes.

(ſatd Þelleris) that either pou ſþall tell m? pzeſently with go) 
will, o2 elſe ſhall fight with me. Pon fhall fail in tbe one, but 
not im the other ; fo although you'be the, yet am J well con- 
tent to pzove what the Knights of Greac Brittain can do. When 
1alanque beard bimſpeak ſo boldly, he could not refrain to ſay ;

Which Manley wond2ing at , ſet fo2ward to rebenge 
Þis friend : but ifthe firſt ſped 111 , he ſped no better , no moze 
dtd Belleris ; all thier rifing up again, aſhamed at their falls, 
which minding to amend by dent of Swozds, the other Knight 
fliedalong the wed, crying ſo loud, that they might hear him 
ſap ;: Sir Knights, another time fit better on your hozſes , and 
trouble not pour ſelves to follow me.if you mean not to loſe your 
tay. Jn Gods name (ſaid Talanque ) what may this mean,

701! with many lines, beſeching pou to gre credit unto him, as 
to my ſelf, The like he w2ote tothe King of Sardaigne : which 
two Wefſages Enil had in charge , ts whom he gabe ample 3n- 
iructions and Remembzances of the Advertiſements and ſecret 
Intelligences be had receive? from the Lurkiſh Ccaft:not onelp 
St the number of men both on hozſe and foot, bur alſo of the mi!l- 
_ fitude of their Uefſels and -vther warlike JInfiruments : com- 
manding Gandalinto gs with him till be came unto Cicilia, 
where be ſhould p;ovide ſhipping to ſayl into Great Briccain to 
Amadis bis father, and from thence ro France unto king Perion, 
then to Sobradiſe to Galaor, likewiſe to king Þrunean, to Que- 
dragant , Dragonis, ,and Goſquilant : to whom be ſent ſeveral 
Letters. Gandalin carrying them likewiſe the fame Inſtructicns 
that Enil had unto the @mpero2, commanding them expzefly to 
allure them all, that be would not depart from the Caſtle cf the 
defended mountain, befoze thtir arrival tVere,but meant to k&ep 
while bzeath was in his body. 

 Gandalin and Enil hadſo god and pzoſperous a weather,that 
lets than fifren days after their departure , they paſſed the 
Countrep of Mefiine, and landed at Saragource, where Ganda- 
lin hired a Wzigandine to execute bis charge. And to the end

Pp Lo2d Caid Enil) mp Lozd Eſplandian hath 
witten by Gandalin to king Amadis, and.other of his friends, 
whom he hath deſired ts jopn With 76i1, ſo that I hope about cone 
time all your Armies will be ready,and that without long Ntay- 
ing fo2 each other, you will affemble all together. @Aruly (ſaid 
ting Floreſtan)it was well debiſed. TUith that divers captains 
tvere diſpatched into ſundzp places to give oder fo2 their men, 
and to ballaſt, rigge, and-pzepare Ueſſeis ſoz therr Usrage mio 
tte Gaſt.

Gandalin 
after you Faye refreſhed p:ur ſelf a day oz two, go on your fottr- 
ney as you babe in charge. #9 Gandalin that dap remained 
there, during which time Queen Oriane talked long with him :

were exceeding glad:the Queen,although ſe were wiſe and verp 
aged, yet could not change her wamans nature, but befaze the 
king ſpake any wozd asked htm fo? her ſcn : but Gandalin (accu- 
ſtcined readrlp to debiſe excuſes , as be had been inſtructed bp 
Ling Amadis) tcfd her-that he had left bim in the firm Jfle not 
well at eaſe by reaſon of bis long travel, but not ſo ril(ſatd he)ag 
that be cculd nct have-taken pain tocome hither andſee pou, bur 
be feared leſt his (ickneſs would encreaſe : there he thought tt 
better fo2 him ro k&ep his chamber a while, than to enterrain a 
long and envious ague oz along ſpace: which the Queen eaſilp 
beitebed: and fo? the hope ſhe had ſboztly to ſee bim,ſþe made no 
account thereof ; nebertbeleſs,the Carne ebening Gandaiin tcl 
Bing Luiſart all that you heard befoze , wiſely excuſing bimſeif 
of the ſp&ch be uſd befoze him untorhe Queen,as King Amad's 
bad given him charge: whereinking Luiſarc commended him, « 
fo2 the reſt he pzomiſed to think thereon while be travelled unte 
thoſe with whom he had to dn this ſo2t Gandalin being dif- 
patched,returned to king Amadis,wwho in þ mean time(perſta- 
ded by Queen Oriane)weought a marriage fo2 bim, as pou ſhatl 
bear. Pcu bave read in the beginning of cor biſtozy of the ſerti- 
ces the gentleweman of Denmark did foz them. and the things 
wherein ſhe & Gandalin bad been excrciſed:wherefoze it was rea- 
ſon,that babing ben partakers cf rheir pouthful toys,ſhe fpould 
alſo taſte ſome of their p:oſperous foztunes. Wheretoze Queen 
Oriane moved king Amadis to make a marriage between them 
two, but be thought the match unfit,becauſe the gentlewoman 
was already aged, « Gandalin being yong 6 luſtp ; nevertheleſs,) 
ag all wemen thar are wiſe and of a quick cenceit , can being 
thetr enterpziſes to cect , tie Nucen found means to get the 
kings conſent:wherby Gandalin was r:oſgner come from Mire- 
fleur,but he tok bim afize.cſaid unto him;Gandalin,the queen ts 
defirous to have peu ſtay with us,not cnly for the lobe ſþe know - 
eth J bear unto Tov, but alſo fc2 the go) ſbe wiſheth you. And 
fo this cauſe fbe would have ycu marry with the gentlewoman 
of Denmark,tohani fþe loverh,ond will do much botb foz her and 
Pcu,ifpou content theretc:pou know ter long time fince Voth to 
te wiſe, god, 4 vertucug,and foz my part J pzay 70u and counſel 
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70U thereunto. Gandalin would gladly have excuſed himſelf, aint 
to ſap the truth.he was to yong foz ſo old a match: nevertbeleſs 
habing frem hts infancy learned to confirm his will to that of 
Amadis,be was centent to do as pleaſed him:tin ſuch ſozt,that in 
leſs than rbzee daps after the marriage was celebzated and end- 
ed. Mean time king Amadis tok the letters and inſtruſticng 
tbat Ganda/in fhould carry/|to Gaſquillan and king Brunean,and 
Cent them by a gentie:nan of his named Handro, ceuftn german 
tothe Ccunteſs of kianders, defiring them as-much as poſſible 
fey might, to atd his fon in his ſo god a cauſe ; bur the next 
week folivwing,Gandalin moe affected to the ſervice of Eſplan- 
c[1an than to court bis wife , 22parted from thence to travel into 
France t.nto king Perion, and from him to Sobradiſe to Galaor, 
Mean time king Amaais fent fre all the Pilots, maſters, and 
marrtiiers of his coumntiy that be could find, commending King 
Arban of Norgales, to take care fo2 all things requiſite foz the 
en'£ priſe and charges of ſuch a boyage,both fo2 men and veſſels,

How the great Ciry of Conſtantinople was beſieged by the 
Princes of che Eaſt,and of the fallies that were made by thoſe 
of the Cicy to keep them from the ſame. 


T'?: army of the Pagon K11.gs datly aſſembling in the Jfle 
of Tenedos , the Empero2 mean tinie foztified bis city of 
Conſtantinople b:1h with men and victuals in the beſt manner 
be could.,c:mmanding thoſe that bad charge ofhrs army by See 
to cauſe all his veſſels to come into the Paven of the Town, 
which be cauſed to be barred with a chain, that cn that ſide be 
migbt be cut of danger. Then he ſent dibers bzigandines unts 
Natolia , to diſcober the Pagans army, and bing bim certain 
news : Wean time, the ccuntrp people reaped all their co2n, 
and bzought it to the Ciry. Within eight days after the 1Bz1i- 
gandines that were ſent fozth , diſcovered in tbe ſtraights of 
Helleſpont the great Flet of the Turks that lay at —_ 
where 
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where they ſtared a certain time to take in bicuals and other 
munttions neceſſary fo2 their ſhips. Whereofthe Emperoz 
being advertiſed, cauſed his men to muſter, gibing Frandale 
charge of the D2zagon-gate, (5 called, becauſe rhat at the foun- 
dation of the city, when it was named Briſance,there was found 
a marvellous Peagon under rhe foundattcn ofthe gate , which 
D2agon was boiind, charned, and noi2iſþed ſo long time, that - 
it was thought meRt ſtrange. Norandel had charge of the Gate 
called Equiline , and Gaſtilles bis nephew of that called The 
\Velil, fo named of a great and pzofcund well that ſid hard bp 
it. And cauſing the other gates ro be rainpired up, pzobrded foz 
711 things as a wiſe and valiant captain ſþguld doin ſuch a caſe. 
With that a Grecian that had bin taken by the Tirks , came 
into the City, and aſſured them fo? certain that the Souldan of 
Liguie was himſelf in perſon with king Armato,and almoſt alt 


the Kinag of the eaſt,having two hundzed Gallies,as well great 


as ſmall, fifty great ſhips, thirty mahomes. and one and twens 
ty caf.2ds, that are tips not much unlike to gallies : befides | 
thirtp foiſtes and divers bztigandines , barques , galtions and ' 


_ ſ:ciffs, wherein they had laid their victuals and other munitions: 


and foz their number of fotmen,they might be about ſome th:e 
hundzed and fifty thouſand men: ſaying likewiſe , that Alpho- 
rax had the chiefcharge at Sea, and Armato on land, and that 
their determination was never to depart from Conſtantinople, 
till thep had deſtroped it , andfrom thence would gg to Rome, 
and ſurther if tbep could. The ſixr day afrer, this great Armp 
(paſſing tbe guif of Propontide) came into the ſtraights of Con- 
ſtantinople, entring in the great ſea, where they remained duy- 
ring the ffege,robbing al the country about,where firſt thepſtay- 
ed a week befoze they landed any of thetr men $ mean time, cer- 
tain gallies and ſmall ſhips ſet fozward to make an alarum in 
the haven,from whence (to tbeir great loſs) thep were-repulſed, 
fo2 that (ir of the pzincipalleſt of them were ſunk in the Sea. 


Nevertheleſs, the next day following they began tcland,and in 


great numbers thought to- win the gate : thers were many 
bzave blows both with Swozd and Dpear given cn bath parts, 
and many a baltant man ended therr days, and v2came meat to 
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tiſbes. There the Knights of Great Brittain ſhewed themſelves: 
not to be unacquaimted with ſuch dangers , and who ſo had be- 
held Norandel, Frandalo, Manley , and Talaczque repulſe the e- 
nemp. that thought to advance themſelves , might eaftly judge 
with what deſire they f.ught. 15ut what (hovld Rand longer 
to deſcribe this conflict ? To conchite, the gatz was defemed, 
and the enemies repulſed froin the ſaine, pet their number thbag 
ſo great, that notwithſtanding the balc2 of the Emperozs men 
tbey landed and lap within tro bows ſhot of the City, they cf 
the City being fozced toretire, The Pagans veing on land, dt- 
dided themſelves into four parts , mi (ich fot , that the Citp- 
was (o well beficce3, tharn.t a man coild enter ozcome fozth 
without thetr leabe. Wherefaze King Armaro pezeſently caiſed 
great number of ladders to-be pzepared., the moſt part of them 
double , hoping befo;e the week were ended, to aſſault, take. 
\ſpotl, and deftroy the City. But thep within flept neither night 
N02 da”, but made artificial fires , with all other things requt- 
{ite \92ſucha charge, Tre Pagans (taped not Ing to execute 
their purpoſe, ſo thar upon a miundap i the mozning,thep came 
inareat fury to ſet fire on the gates, am to ſcale the Teton, 
althotzgh fe2 that time they loft their Jaboz2s, and many of them 
theirlives, where in the end thep were conſtraine? to retire to 
their no little ſhame and great conffiſion. And in thetrr retreat, 
Norandel with four oz fibe hundzed men iſſued at a poſtern-gate, 
and ſet upon them behind, which put them in ſuch fear, that 
thep dzate them to their tents. Pet not being content with this 
tirſt repulſe, thep determined on Fridap afrer-eitÞer to die, 62 
enter ints the toon. Und the. day appointed, ran unto the walls, 
where the rumber of the aff:tlants was ſo great.and the aſſault 
giben in ſo many places bzth by ſea and land , that if God had 
not pz8bided fo2 them , tt is mc\t certain the town bad been ta- 
ken : eſpecially on Frandalos fide , foz the-moſt part cf hig men 
fed away from their quard:whereby it happened. that moze then 
a bundzed Turks mounted on tt? walls.bit they [taped not longs 
fo2 that the Emperoz (who during the aſſault ſtayed in the midſt 
of the City with the reſt cf all bis p:wer to aid ſuch placesas 
ad moſt n&d) advertiſed therecf,marched to Frandalces quarter,

Mp Lo2d (aid be) if it 
pleaſeth you that J, and nine others which I will chuſe,ſbatl un- 
dertake this combate,pou ſpall do ug much favoz. Py geod friend 
(ſaid the Emperoz)pouſee the eſtate wherein J am, and the tire 
wherein J ought to keep , not cnely you and others wherein Y 
put my whole affitance, but the meaneſt ſoilldter in this City. 
Nevertheleſs,J wil ſo much agree unto ycur will, that if rou and 
Pour companions think it god, Jam content you do it. Wy Lo;d 
(ſaid Norandel) both F and they moſt bumbly crave it of your 
Grace. Well then(ſaid the Emperoz)tt it pleaſeth God, ypcu1 ſþall 
win bhcno? thereby, as you bave done befoze in many as peril- 
Ious adventures as this is. Norandel thanked the Empercz,and 
the ſame day cauſed bis Knights of Great Brictain to be aſſem- 
bled together, by whoſe advice there was an Anſwer framed to 
the Souldans Letter, the contents wherecf do follow. 


He Knights that are ſervants to Jeſus Chriſt, being at this

and avgmentation of the Chriſtians name, ro thee Rodrigue Soul- 
_ dan of Liquy, like greeting thou haſt ſent unto the Knight of the

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rents whereof are in two points. In the firſt , thou complaineſt 
of the enterpriſes he hath made againſt thine uncle King 4rmaro: 
in the other thou ſheweſt a defire thou haſt to prove thy perſon 
:Sainſt his, or a greater number againſt a greater, as he ſhall 
think it good. Bur for thar the Knight thou writeſt unto at this 
preſent is nct here, nor in place whereas he can return thee an- 
{wer , we thonght it convenient in his behalf to ſaticfie thy re- 
queſt,and to accept the offers thou haſt made unto him ; aſſuring 
thee,that here is tlie ſon of a King,and nine other Knights wich 
him that will ighe with thee and as many more of thine,if chou 
be content therewith : Adviſe thy ſelf chen herein, and having 
received thy anſwer , with ſafe conduC ſafely to go and come, 
we will not fat! to ben the place where you ſhall appoint. 

This Letter ſealed vp, Norandel gave it to one of bis ſquires 
to bear tt to the Soiuldan, who mads him anſwer that be deſired 
onelp to p2cve his body againſt the Knight of the great Serpent 
and 10 orher. Y3ut (ſatd be) if thoſe that ſent pu hither bave 
any deſire to fight againſt ten of my Knights , they ſhall finde 
them readp, being as great gentlemen and of as high a linage 
asthep are. Andas touching their ſafe conduct, J will fo well 
p20bide (02 it, that thep ſhall have occafien to think well of me : 
wherefoze return thou unto them.and let me know their a1 ſwer-. 
With that the ©quire having hts diſpatch, went and came ſa 
often betwen them, that in the end the combate cf ten to ten 
was fullp agreed upon , and the Liſts appointed hard befoze tbe 
Town : whither the nexc mozning the ten Knights went, 
whcle names were as fcllowetb. Norandel , Garvate of the 
dreadful Dale, Talanque , Manley, Ambor de Galdel, Elian 
le Delibere,Bravor fon of Balan, Trion coufin german to Dugn 
Briolany, Imoſfil de Burgoigne, and Liſtoran of the filver bzidge-.

the Sun began to appear, the E.npero2 accompanited of divers 
Noblemen, the E.npereſs,the P2:inceſs Leonorine, Qugn Mi- 
norelile, with divers other Ladies and Gentlewomen, came un- 
to them, where they heard Baſſe? deboutly ; thar done, they re- 
turned unto the Pallace, where Norandel andhis nine compa- 
nions armed themſelbes, the Ladies ſerving them fo? (quires, 
in ſuch \.2t, as Norandel recetvedſuch.fabo? at Queen Minoref- 
{es hands, that ſhe {md means to help ts buckle on every p'ece 
of his Armoz one after the other. As \þ? was buſte about biin, 
be faund means to ſap unto her ; Wadarn, the bono? that pc 
do tne, maketh me C3 couragious, that tyis dap J hope to make 
it known to thoſe thar fball behold us fight , bow much my 
firengrh 1s now increaſed by yuur means. But if tt pleaſeth pou 
to beſtow ſome favo? upon me , that JI might bear the ſame a- 
V.ur my Arti22, I (ſhould account my ſelf fo? cne cf the m:t 
bappy Knights liking on the earth, By g@d friend(ſaid the)the 
moſt pzecious Xewel that J can giveunto you, ts mp beart.that 
tþall acc. mpany Tours , to the end thar being united tigether, 
they map the better pzeſerve both pour life and mine. And ta- 
king a !3zacelet of Gold , thar from her infancy fþe had altvars 
kept, ſhe tied it ab uit His right arm, And this circle (ſaid ſhe) 
being round as you beh21d it , ſhall witiout ceaſing be witneſs 
of our lobes, ſerving as a Rampart to thts Urmy : which (if it 
pleaſeth God) mn defending, tt ſhall ſo well defend his maſter, 
that be ſhall return in as god health as I deſire he (þould. No- 
randel thanked her moſt heartily ; mean time Leonorine enter- 
tained Ta'anque, Manley, and the reft,\. to whoin ſhe ſaid : Py 
friends, IJ hope the L92d will ſh2w pu Sas grace, that the 
Uicto2y ſhall be pours, fo2 the Comvate pou take in band is not 
fo2 to defend the hono? of a Gentletwoman , but the glozioug 
Faith of Chziſt, Jf therefoze it be ſo, the ſtrength pzocedetb 
from him. b2 you then well aſſured, that He will impart fo much 
to ou as you ſhall want. Madan (iid Talanque)at other times 
we babe ben ar the ltke feaſt, from whence we have returned to 
the great expence cf thoſe that called us thither : as (if it by 


©G9ds toil}) we hcp? this dap todo the like, Wherewith taking 


ther 
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their leavegof her, they went to finde their hozſes , and being 
mounted, the Emperce with great number of Knights and 
Gentlewomen bzought them to the gate; And cemmitting 
them to Esd, the ten Knigbrs marched bzavelp to the place of 
Conlbar, where the ScuÞan with a great iwmbver of bis friends 
met them,aſking them whom the Empero2 had appointe>-Judge 
on their tide. Souldan (ſaid Norandel) we defire no otter Tudge 
then; pcur ſelf, that are accounted-a courtecus and moſt faithful 
Pzince. Byall my gods (ſaid te) I had rather die a thiuſend 
deaths, then you ſhouldendige the Teaſfinjury in the woz!J: we 
beliebe it well (ſaid all the knigbts.)/ With that he cauſes them 
to-enter.tnto the Lifts at one end, and the ten Pagans at the 
other: but befoze thepentred'into fight, be called Norandel and 
his companions , and ſaid unto them ; By triends, Y'P;ap you 
ler me (pew pcu what the cuſfom of my Countrey is in ſuch af- 
fairs + tben if pcu think god, ycumay obſerve tit; if ner, my 
knights ſhall kep pour cuſtom If 1t be indifferent. - Stew vs 
then (ſaid Norandel) what it is, and if the ſame bereaſsnable, 
we will not refuſe-4t. - Pow ſhall underftand (ſaid he) thar all 
knights ;uſtle'one agdinft cne,to the end that all men'may knots 
the excellencp of the:Wictozz Andif any one be overthzown, be 
that 1' on the: hoeſeback ſþallinot afſail the other betoze thetx 
companicns- bave runiout their courſe ; Then-he thar 13 on 
boſeback ſhaltaligbt,and ſhalt fight it out by dint of ſword with 
him that befoze was overthzown. Becauſe it chancerh ofteVx- 
times , that the beſt knigbts that are , fall into ſuch inconvertfs 
ence , onelv by the fault and meang of bad hotſes, prtnah 9 LrpE 
themdibers times either /to-fail in ſtrikingof their enenyp., 02 
elſe nor! to run their right courſe: : which cannsr be exciſed in 
th.ſe that are'on for, to: whom it is permitted to ſucco2 each o- 
ther if need require. Trul(faid Norandel)that cuſtom is well oz 
dained,and:J.and my companions wil obſerve tbe'ſame : where- 
withb1the Souldan went-out of the Lifts, cauſing hig Heralds to 
Noclaim the fight':'TUith thar a Pagan ſtepped ſozth againf 
Morandet, that refuſed himnor ; but covering bimfelf with his 
bieid,they metCa fiercely.that their ſpears were bzoken to their 
w2eſts , mn&ting body-to body wirh ſo great ſtrength , rtat the 
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Pegan fel] over his hozſe tail, Iping flat upon the ground : but 
No: andz: had no burt,onelp that bis hozſes ſpoulter was 3 buſt 
gur ol joint , fo that be lighted off, Caying 11] the reſt [ad rv 
their courſes, as be bad pzzmiſed. Then.Garvate du V al Cratn- 
tif rant againſt one of the other, and they charged each otter in 
ſuch ſozt, that their feet failing in their Ctirrops, the» were both 
caſt out of their ſaddles. Then Talanque ran againſt the third 
Pagan, to wl,om foztune was moze favozable then to any of tie 
reſi:tc2 they ran ſo well, that neithcr-of them cnce ſtarted aſide, 
92 moved in their ſaddles , and yet beake their ſpears in many 
pieces. Tlie like chanced to Manley and Ambor,, but not to 
Bravor the ſon of Balan, fcz he hit bim that ran againſt him ' 
' right in the bzeaſt, and thzew him from bis bozſe. And pecſently 
therewith Imcſil of Burgundy had ſo great aſtroke with a launce 
that big e:es ſtarted in his bead, and was therewith fo much a- 
{tcniſhed, that bis hozſe bare bim to the- fide of: the: barriers, 
tobere be fell down flat. Elian le delibere,and he. that ran againſt 
bim,were conſtrained to hold by.their hozfes mains. Liſtoran of 
the bzidoe miſſed his ſtroke.and bis enemy likewiſe:the like hap- 
Pened to Trion, and tbe.laſt that ran with bim. That done, all 
they that were on hozſeback.lighted down to fight witb ſwozds, 
and there- began between them ſuch a fight. as the like had not 
ben ſeu of ſo few Knights together, maintainingthemſelves'ſo , 
b:abely one. againſt the otber,that the.Cirongelt of them was (0 

weary and out of bzeath, tbat-they were cotiftrained to reſt; And 
as Norandel leaned upon bis @wozd which be reſted on the 
ground , the bzaceler that Minoreſle gave him fell downward 
upon his arm , which put him in ſo gd remembzance of her, 
that clean fozgetting all the travel be bad taken befoze,be ſpake 
{3 loud that every man might hear,andſ(ard:Wy God,fir Knight, 
_ this reſt doth not beſem 41s: many men will from hencefozth be 
in dcubt of the great glozy that now we mean-to- win. UWhere- 
foze let every man ſbery foz2th; what we can do , and let noqnan 
ſpare. Wherewith taking the little piece of bis foield that reſt- 
ed in bis hand. and lifting 1p big arm, be gave fo great a blow 


unto his enemy, that te made-him reel therewith ; and doubling 
- it ſirake him fo ſurely on the helmet , that wich the _—_ 
Wi 
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Turk was fozced to-kneel dywon, and let his ſtwo2d fall out of his 
band : which No: andel ſetzed upon being ready to ſtrike off hig 
bead,ifhe had not cried him mercy: wbich TT alanque and Man- 
ley perceibing, imployed their fozces in ſych manner , thar it 
might eaſily be judged they would feon obtain the bictozy. As fo; 
Bravor he bad already ſtricken bis knight dewn , wherefoze he 


ran to belp the reſt, and Norandel likewiſe. With the which belo 


ir ſ&n appeared, tbat they which reſted yet'to overcome would 
not long refiſt ; foz in ſhozt ſpace they found themſelbeg'i ſid 
extremity , that unleſs the Souldan cf Liquie had defired the 
Cbziſttan Knigyts to ſtay a while, they had all died: but calling 
Norandel unto bim,be fatd : J pap you (ſatd ge) pzoc&d no ftr- 
ther'tn this combatre.and content your ſelbes that J account mp 
Rtigbts foz banquiſhed,agin truth they are,and ſo hardly hand- 
led, that the fozce pou ſþall from bencefozth uſe againſt them, 
ſhall moze be holden foz a kinde cfcruelty than any chtbalry. Ne- 
bertheleſs if mp requeſt may take no plare with yo! , d2 as yots 
think god. Souldan (ſatd Norande!)if thep acknowledge it at our 
bands and ask ug mercy, thep ſpall not tail to habe it:fo2 it was 
never our cuſtom to uſe fozce to ſith as could not ſtand againſt 
us. Content f8ur ſelves (ſaid be)that J that am their Lo2d vield 
70u the bitto2p, and J pzay pou therefoze ſheww mercy unto them, 
[wearing unro pcu by mp crown (if rou do them ſo much ga? / 
thar while Þ libe, F will not be unmindful] of the ſame. TWith 
that the ten Chziſtian Bnights went cut of the field,and moun- 
on their Fozſes, tk their way unto the City, where the Empe- 
roz ſta-ed foz them, foz be had ſen the iſſue of the combate, and 
now they returned biſtozs:but be heard not what wozds had paſt 
detwen them, tiil tbey being lighted off their hozfes , tc!d bim 
whet was done, fo2 the which he pzaiſed Eod , eſteering moze 
of them fo their courteffe they had ſhewen unts the enemy,

« lousailau'c char ihe gave to the City of Conſtantinople. 


Þe renown of (his War indertaten by the Kings. Taboz- 
lans , ®:uldans, Califf-s, and Pzinces dwelling in 
Vh)2 Tarta- 
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Tartaria, India, Arabia and other countrig&n;the Get, again 
the E:nperi and his Emptre of Capſtantinople , was ſp2ead fo 
iar.aboad , that It was known to the puifant Queen Calatre 
reigning in Calitorine, a 1460 fertile and pleaſant conntry.con- 
fining 903} the head cf tbe river Borifeneſs, hard by ihe far of 
the Riftee mountains. Thiscountry wheres I ſpeak; was ſome? 
tines peopied with god Anights and men of all quarters. but 
the 9; men ipon malire deviſed a means to kill them all , cfta- 
biitbinga lawamong thr mlelves, that-from that time fozwarag 
they would acknowledge {o2 Lady andAuen one-of their ovon 
country w- men, 945berningtiemſelves as the: Amazons ufed to 
50, TWhHerevy it twagjnotlawlul oz any pf gbemt to uſe the com: 
 Panys&f jnen above gice o7 twice a pear.,upon the daps amd times 
69 te: app inted , whenrbey went of-their own country and 
1180 t{eir neighbors beip,, with whom God-knoweth-if thep 
found i39t means to make them pay the uſurp of the-time 1: in 
ſuch ſ-2t, that mofi of tiiem retiimed bene with chitde : bur the

amung tyeſe mountains. ag they in times paſt did, of whom at 
this pzeſent we ncw poſſeſs and injoy the place. The Dueen in 
cbts ſozt could fo well perſwade them , that they moved wich a 
marvelloug deftre to gs with ber, p;eſently pzepared their ſhips, 
and ſet fail foz Thracia , wirb ſo good and pzoſperous a winde, 
that-the tenth day after the aſſaults of Conttantinople, thep ars 
rived in the armp «cf Armato, where thev. were honozably re- 
cetved ; and afrer dibers ſpieches uſed by the Pouldan of Liquy, 
and other-Pzinces cf the camp unts the Queen of Califorine, 
ſpecially touciing their determination concerning thatgreat 
enterpziſe, ſhe being ſozry they had dove (olittle againſt the 
town .,. defired them that ſhe might once have leave to trp ber 
foztune againſi tt,by means rhat ſþe would uſe. And the better to 
induce.them thereunto,fbe told them ſhe bad fifry Griffons thar 
would not fail ( being let out of their cages) to ſeize upon the 
Chittans without burting of her. women , becauſe-thbe» knew 
them and had b&y ncuriſhed with them. And thile they-take 
their flight(ſaid ſþe)I will give (icy an aſſult againſt the town, 
that witbout doubt we will infozce the ſame ; foz if the Empe- 
r02s fouldiers appear-but to defend the walls; my Gxiff-ns.{þall; 
be ready to catrp them clean awap,as the-Werlin doth the Lara: 
Sut,to the end (ſgid ſhe) paur men receive no burtz let them az 
bide within their tents till'they be ſþut into thetr cages. When 
Ring Armato and the @auldan of Liquie beard the great 3eal 
an) affection ſhe ſhewed to implop ber fozces., as alfo.the inveit- 
ticn that ſþeb2?.they allagred that the, next. davacrer ſþe (<-11ld- 
bo tohat liked ber. UWbherei!pon ſbe (ent pzefent]y. ta herthar kept: 
the Griflons, that ſhe ſh 11 give them natþing foz to eat cfatf 
þ dap, þ when ttev» weart io uſe them at the aſſault,they migLt 
areedier ; and further ſent wced by ſound of dun; thar all ber 
companies: ſhould be-ready» thenert day early-Mm-the manting; to 
Clve aſſault unto the City. Queen Calafre baking inthis'man- 
er p20vrded foe her enterpeiſe, at'the time appointed aliher wo: 
me 
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men armed acco:ding to their manner ( the moſt part of them 
beartng bows)ran with great filiry unto the walls,and with their 
ladders began to mount 1p;with thar the alarm wenr abour the 
citp, all men running tv defend the ſame ; and as they were 
ſome upon the walls and other places of defence , the Nun 
made fign to ler the Griffons loſe, which being hungry and fly- 
ing ober the town, ſer3ed upon ſuch as rhev could find abzoad : 
wherewith the,Emper-2s ſouldters were in ſo great fear , thar 
molt part-of/ them that fought , tozſ(@k the talls to hide them- | 
ſelves. Alas wbat pitp was-it to ee (;Ibters, cittzens, knights, 
and.cthers, pea women and little chil dzen , and all whatſoe ber 
they could get into their claws taken up ints the atr, and ſome- 
times babing taken them up, ep let them fall upon tþe ſtones, 
whereby they had a Crange and cruel death : ſurelp if God had 
not kept the City better than thiſe thar had the charge , tt is 
moſt ſure it had been taken at that time. But there bappened a 
ſirange caſe , fo: as the Griffons beld their pzey , and thar the 
Knights of great Briccain with ſome (mall number of others, 
refiſted the. aſſai!ſt made by the women , the Lurks ( thar had 
been advertiſed not tocome outoftherr ten's while they aſſatled 
the town) moved with te greedy a defire to (ack 1he City 
which thep thougbt ſurely bad been taken , ran unto the aſſault 
making ſich a noiſe, that the Griffcens (feeding on their p2eps) 
li ft the bodies they bad ſer32d upon} and flying up again, ſetzed 
on them that they ſaw come running to the town, whereof in 
ftbozt ſpace aiter they made ſo great a butchery, that moze than 
four bundzed Turks were pzeſently lain by them : mean time 
' thoſe within the town perceiving that god foztine, did fo fierce- 
Iy repulſe tbe Californiens, that their pzincipal women lap dead 
within the ditches: wherewith the Dueen was fozced to retire, 
knowing her enterpzife would not take *ﬀfect as ſbe defired it 
f$oſd, not by reaſon of her ſouldiers, but in that thep kept nos 
in as thep had pzomiſed. Wherewith fe commanded to take 
the birdg again, but the Faiceners could not by any means 
make them to come in,befoze they had ain and devoured above 
a thouſand Turks and others , whereof they onelp Cuckr the 
bl god. Wherewirh King Armato and the Sovldan of Lique 

: were 
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were ſo griebed, rbat from thencefoztb they began to ſbewwſg- 
hard a countenance tothe Queen, that ſhe was in tbe minde to 

return into Fer country , not offering from that-time once to 

give ſtroke: with ſwczd 1o their advantage: Pet not long af: 
ter ſhe was appeaſed, and fought with King Amadis, 8s it 

ſhall be ſbetred pou ar-large in the end of this our fifth Bok: 

And that we may hate tbe better means to attain thereto , we 

willnow return again unto the Chziſtian Pzinces, that afſem- 

bled their- powers and fozces to helpthe Emperc? , imbarquing 

themſelves,as pzeſently pou ſþall' bear. WSut befoze tbep ar- 

rived at Conſtantinople , many gd Rnights- both of Grear 

Brittain and cthers were ſlain within the Citp, not onelp t1 

the aſſaults made againſt it by the Pagans, bur at-the laſt 

aſſault made by the Mueen Calafre , among the which , none 

were ſo much lamented as Ledarin de Faiarque, Trys., Imofil 

of Burgundy, and the two ſons ofthe- Giant Balan. 


CHAP: LL. 


How the Chriſtian Princes as well of the Eaſt as Weſt parts,af- 
ſembled their Forces-to aid the Emperor of Conſtantinople; 
and of their navigation. | 


F pou have read the diſcourſe of this.our Piſtozy, it hath been 
ſþewed you befoze , bow Enil went unto the Empero2 of 
Rome , and Floreſtan King of Sardaigne , and what became 
of Gandalin after. he had paſſed the. Strraights of Gibraltar, 
and entred in the. Dcean Sea, even to' Great, Brittain and 
other places., where be found King Amadis and otherg , to 
whom he had-charge to go : Now: we. muſt declare the-reſt. 
You fpall therefoze underſtand, that Gandalin having fcjaurs 
ned eight days in London , moze by the commandment of 
king Amadis and Queen. Oriane ,. than fo2 the pleaſure 
that he. tek in the w:man- they bad cauſed him to mar- 
rp, knowing tbe affairs wherein be had left big companions, 
departed from thence, and travelled ſo long , that he arrived 
i'r. 


” 
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itt France, . and went unto King Perion to whom be gave the 
lettex-tbat his (on and grandechild cient unto him 5; and withal 
declared the ſtate of the Eaſt countries, as they then were,wity 
the.inconvenience that might fallunto all Chziſtendom , it the 
Empire of Conltantinople were in obedience to the intidels. Sg 
well could Gandalio tell his tale, that the god old King /erion 
moved with a holy zeal, determined to go himſelf in-perſon, 
"and to take with bimgreat quantity cf\þips and men, turniſþed 
ſoz the wars. Gandalin ſtayed not long with them, but while he 
pzepared himſelf, be went into Scotland, Norway, Sobradiſe, 
Denmark and Sweathland, and did his Embvaſſages ſo well, tar 
all the Kings and Pzinces to whcm he went , determined with 
allſped-10 aid Eſplandian, inſuch ſozt, that in ſhozt time after 
their ſhips were ready, and thoſe of Sweachland, Norway, and 
Denmark; cemeunts the pozt of Suer, from whence ſetting ſail, 
tbey coaſted along Freſeland, Holland, and Braband , till they 
arrived at Bulloigne, where King Perion had pzepared great 
number of Ships, Pulkes, and other veſſels : which being fur- 
niſhed with men, victuals,and munition neceſſary foz the wars, 
toiſed ſail and put toſea.. And ccaſting Normandy, came to lit- 
tle Brictaigne where thep ankered in S, Mathews Yaven, where 
the Kings, Luiſart and Amadis accompanied-of Grumedan and 
divers other Knights, were arrived to refreſh themſelves : ha- 
bing paſſzd the 3fle of Sorlingue, the Iriſh men imbarqued them 
ſelves at the cape Antiquan, and the Scots at cape Ballſo. And 
baving ſailed the wap that the Briccons had paſt , zoyned with 
the TUeſtern Pzinces that went that voyage, in ſuch ſozt, that 
within thz& daps afjer they ſet ſail ,, and taving a Nozrbeaft 
wride; they diſcovered the coaſt of Spain, paſſing tte Pozt of Fi- 
nis retire in compoſtelle : after tbat the cape S. Vincent; @ dzaty- 
ng cn the Jefr tide, they paſſed tbe.ſtxaights of Gibralcar, &@ lea- 
bing Barbary. and Guinde on the right hand , ſailed toward Ta- 
mar, Auſtora, and Lagarde, minding to leave Majorque 6 Mi- 
horqie ,.toenter intg che ffraights of Buſina and Mongco,and 
frog. thence 19 (ail to the p22zts of Eleſe a! d Corſe, where they. 
mer with Floreſtan King of Sardaignz andvis Fleer, but befoze 
they arrived there , foztuns was ſv contrary unto them, that 
cer 
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certain of their Galltons could not follow the ſþips , but ſtayed 
22bind to the. number of ergbt,being ſo ſcattered, that they made 
* account thep-had been loft. Nevertheleſs, tbe next dap they ar 
rived all at Pozt S. Luce, where without longer ſaying they 
zafſed fozward to go to Regi , where the armp of the Emperoz 
zxf Rome, (coming from Olty ) lap at anker ſtaying f.2 them. 
xUpere they continued fix days , not onely to take in freſh wa- 
ter, butalſs tocalk and mend their ſþips and other veſſels that 
Cad need; rhe ſeventh day habing a nod wind, they hopſed an- 


kerg, and ſetting farl, coaſted along the country of Morea , cc- 


ming to Cape de Malvafie,where the winde fe!l ſomewhat con- 
trary : but in the end the ſea waring calm, put fozward to Cape 
Calon, and the Ifle of Negrepont ; and entring into the Archi- 
_ pelago they diſcovered the fide of the Cape Arhos, till they ap- 

20ached Galiopi, leabing the Jle of Tenedos , becauſe thep 
toould not be diſcovered by the Turks that Armato had ſet 
there to keep a paſſage foz his biſtuals to be bzought unto the 
army : wbere they ſtaped nct long but thep entered into the 
goulfe cf Proponcide, ccafting Thrace, till they came unto the 
Pozt of Salombre , whirch'ts not absv? thirty intles from the 
City of Conſtancinople , where tbep landed, that they might 
the better appzoach rhe Pagans camp : with that thep agreed 
among them that King Childadan and Quedragant ſhould þe 
Generals of the army by Sea : and having left ſufficient num- 
ber of men f:2 the furniſhing and ſafe keeping of their ſhips, 
their Flet ſailed towards Conſtantinople , hoping to ſet upon 
Alphorax and big army by Sea befoze thep ſhould perceive 
them, 1Sut it fell out otherwiſe, fo2 the Turks that had ſpies in 
all places, diſcovered them, not ſuffering Alphorax to fight, de- 
firing him molt earnelp onely» to kep the entry of the ſtraits, 
to take all means from the town to be victualled on that ffoe. 
Which King Childadan and Quedragant underſtanding, would 
not hazard themſelves, bur ankered within bhalfa mile of the 
enemp, ſtaring fo2 king Luiſarr , the Emveroz of Rome ,, and 
th: fe that marc1ed by land, -mean time gthing dibers skirmt- 
wes to the enemy with their Pinnaczs,, but Alphorax fo? all 
Mat would not 1eave his bole; lying as cloſe 2s poſathly he could: 
J1 G1 
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on the other fide Armato and his company being advertiſed of 
the great atd that came towards the town , cauſed therr fozces 
to aſſemble, determining to keep the ſide of the great ſea, by the 
which they might eafilier recover victuals, as well from Naco- 
lia as out of Tartaria. The Kings Amadis, Perion, and others 
made ſuch haſte , thas the ninth day afrer they incamped them» 
ſelves in the fight of Conſtantinople right befoze their enemies, 
in-a place that ſemed moſt convenient. Wut if the Pagans at 
the firſt were much abaſhed to ſee thoſe ſuccozs,the Emperoz and 
thoſe within the town were not much leſs, 3oubting it bad been 
ſome new fozces come againſt the town : foz they had not any 
Intelligence of the ſending of Gandalin and Enil to the Chziſtian 
pzinces, tbat bzought with them a multitude both of ſhips and. 
men, as well Knights as others. Now to return to the Chziſti- 
ans Fleet : King Clitldadan knowing that Alphorax played the 
fox , defired Quedragant (having equal power with htm) to be 
ccntent tbat be with tbzeeſcoze Pinnaces might skirmiſh with 
bim, that thereby if it were poſsible, be might pzoboke him to 
come out, which be agreed unto: wberkfoze ſetting ſail,he made 
towards bis enemy, ſo neer,- that tbey were ready to fight band 
to band : nevercheleſs Alphorax foz that time would not touch 
tbe batt, but entred farther in the ſtraights ; wherewith King 
Childadan retired, and came unto the baven of the City, ma- 
ang the b:aveſt ſhow that might be ſ&n : thoſe of Con(lancino- 
pie perfeiving the Handirols and ©treamers of Great Brit- 
an, and cfoathter Cheiſtian Pzinces , made him anſwer with 
the !'ke, and ſo bigh, thar tbe niſe of the Trumpets, 
Cterons, and Tab:rs was ſo great, that Armato and all 
the. Pagans might eafflp hear it. With that Bing Childa- 
C42 wag received by the Emperoz » Norandel , and cthers; 
to whom he ſhewed what aid was come unto them , and what 
-Pzinces had taken the bovage in hand. In ged faith (ſaid the 
Emperoz ) they bind me fo? ever untothem , yer am J much a- 
daſhed how they underſtiod of the wars bztween Armaro and 
me. Wha! ?-mp Lo2d (ſaid Childadan) did Eſplandian never tell 
Pitt thereof? No J aſſure pou (ſaid rhe Empero2) no2 anp cf his 
rompaniens, as lar as Jkncw, Js he not in the City (faid tte 


King?) 
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King?) Jn good truth (id Norandel) be would not leave the 
caſtle of che defended mountain, minding to keep it, if the Þa- 
gans came to befiege it- Aſie pour ſelves (ſaid Childadan) he 
will not l:ng ſtay there befoze King Amadis ſendeth foz him:foz 
we determine pzeſently to give battel, and if be ſhould fail ar 
ſuch a journey, it Would grieve bim ever after. Much other talk 
had the Knights o Conſtantinople with Childadan and thoſe 
that bare him company, where he ſtayed till the next day inthe 


 mozning, that he entered into his ſþips to return unto Que- 


dragant.

How E/plandian and the king of Denmark were ſent for by Gands= 
lin that went unto the Caſtle the defended mountain,where they 
ſtayed, attending the ſuccors of the Chriſtian Princes, and of 
a Letter that the Souldan of Liquieand Queen Cala/re wrote 
unto King Amadis and Eſplandian. | 


G< Childadan returned to Quedrasant ag you beard be- 
foze, and the armp on land incamped in figþt of the ene- 
my, Amadis was advertiſed by thoſe that had bin in the City 
cf Conffancinople , that Eſplandian and the King of Denmark 
were at'the Caſtle of che defended mountain, whereupon be ſent 
Gandalin to fetch them, Gandalin to&k ſhipping,and bad fo aw3 
a winde, that without any adventure he arrived there , where 
be declared unto them how King Amadis and almoſt all the 
Cheiſtian Pzinces were incamped wirhin half a mile of the 
Pagans hoſt,andal what he and Enil bad done concerning their 
charge-And becauſe (ſaid Gandalin)that our men are determined 
ſhoztly to gibe them battel, they pzay pau tocome unto them, 
Aruly (ſaid Eſplandian) Gandalin mp friend, ycu habe welught 
the matter well , and I thank you fa2 the pains that -pru habe 
taken. My Lozd (ſaid the Kingof Denwark) are you not deter» 
mined that we g2 unta them? Foz my part,Jhad ratherloſe gne 
of mine arms, then fail thereof. 3Bzother (ſaid Eſplandian) to 
mozrow if it pleaſeth God, the great ſerpent ſpall bzing ug thi- 


ther ; befoze that time it had — uſed tag} CF, Wy 
t2 a? 
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_ as thentt failed. Foz when they were enteredinto tt, it ſtirred 
not, whereat Gandalin much abaſbed, could not refratin:to ſay ; 
Bygod, this veſſel is like tothe bozſe with the white leg, that 
failed us when ce bave.mcſt ned, Friend (ſaid Eſplandian)Jam 
ſurely perſwaded that this p:ocedeth by reaſon cf Urgandas im: 
prifcenment,wto at this time is in Metres power,and ſo well tn- 
chanted.tbar ter arr pzofiteth ber as little as this veſſeldoth ug 
that mobed by ber inchantments, which at this pzeſenr bath ng 
means to ſtir, 2s you may well perceive. And Eſplandian ſatd 
true, fo? apfte ſame time the country wherein Urganda dwelt, 
called the mknown Ifland , ( becauſe it was always inviſible ) 
was as then diſcotered and ſ&n of all men. TWith that Gandalin 
counſelled them to.enter into.che Pinnace: which iE{plandian tyg 
rhe King of Denmark did, and baving a god wind , ſailed to- 
fards Conſtancinople,@0n a ſunday in the mczning they eſpied 
the veſſels of king Childadan and Quedraganc, which not long 
after they boarded;wtere Eſplandian and the King of Denmark 
Ivere received with arcat joy : after that be went to ſ& bis fa» 
ther and the reſt of the Knights that were on land, and after an 
infinite number of imbeacings and welcc mes on all fides, thep 
determined to-viſtt rheir enemies ſcmewhat nearer , whereby

Calaf:e being adtertiſed, determined tcgether to tozite unto 
tLem,.the contents whereof do follow. , | 

nRedrigue Souldan of-Liquie , mortal enemy. to the enemies of

and abundant in Gold aiid precious Stones , give you Amadis de 
(aule King of Grear Briztain , and your ſon Knight. of the great 
Serpenc,to underſland, that the occaſion of our arrival in theſe 
countries: hath been' for cheſ= two cauſes. 1 he one in hope 
:9ideſtroy all Chrillendom , and the other to prove if we may 
mit from you the renown that is ſpread abrcad of you, to N 
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:he two beſt Knights living in the world.for we account ous 
ſelves tor ſuch , as that if you will accept the combate of your 


perſons againſt ours, we will eyidently make it known, that our | 


valor is.no leſsthen yours. And to the end the glory of the vi- 


ors may be known,the vanquiſhed ſhall-remain in their powers, 


ro diſpoſe of them as they ſhall think convenient. Adviſe your 


ſelyes.therefore to anſwer us herein by this our meſlenger, to | 


whom we have given charge to declare unto you (if you refuſe 
this combate)rchat from henceforth we ſhall have juſt occaſion to 
attribute to our ſelves the advantage of the praiſes and endleſs 
olories that fortune heretotore hath given yu, andtoeſteem 
of you as meanly 1n time to come , as you have been highly re- 
nowned heretofore. 

Zbis Letter given to the Gentlewoman that bare the firſt to 
Norandel;fhe went unto the Ctgiſtians camp.and being adver- 
tiſed which was Amadis tent, entered therein,as be ſat talking 
with king Luiſart, Eſplandian, and other god knights. Where 
kneeling on the grcund ſhe agked which of them. was the knighr 
of the great Serpent and his.father. Amadis ſpake unto ber and 
ſatd : Gentlewoman, .J amtbe one, and this is my Sen. Js ir 
pur pleaſure toſpeak with us ? Lhe gentlewoman cating ber 
eye upon Eſplandian,marvelling at bis great beaiiy,ſpake « ſaid 
- Ii geod faith king Amadis, I verily believe that this-is be,fo2 I 
babe beard htm in divers places geſteemed-fo2 the ſame-that n: w 
Ido behold in hun, Gentlewoman(ſaid Amadis)if pcucame in- 
to our camp cnely to ſt him,7ounow bate p. ur defire. That hath 
not bin cnlp{henauſe! ſaid ſhe/but to bzing this letter which the 
Douldan of Liquie and queen-Calafre ſend unto pow beth; where- 
foze babing read it; J p2ay you return an anſwer. With thar 
(Amadishabing taken it in;his band) the 'Gentlewoman depar- 
ted out-of the rent attending their recolution. King Amadis ha- 
bing read tr, ſhewed it to-King Luiſarrand the reſt that were in 
p:eſence.wherewith there-a roſe great-controverfle among them 
concerning the refuſal o2 acceptation of-the combate,foz that 1he- 
meſt part cf them were efadvbiſe it ſhould nor ve accepted, ſhew- 
Ing divers great and evident reaſcns to confirm the ſame,as the 
greater number of enemies vp. had befoze them ready to gtts 


them . 
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them battel,; andif it happen (latd they) that foztune ſhould be 
contrary toKing Amadis and Eſplandian (tn whom partly con- 
fiſterhour bope,) ſuch bard chance w:uld bzeed great fear in di- 
bers men that are now beryp willing and ready to do the beſt thep 
can, Dtbers held the contrary, ſaying that is would be ſþame 
unto them all, fo that refuſal cnely would miich tncourage the 
enemp:;but they were ofthis opinion, that fr might well be re- 
quired that the number cf the combatants might be greater. 3n 
god truth (faid Amadis) be it vi twa agamiſt two, twenty a- 
gainſt twenty , oz ofgreater number, the victo?p 1s in the hands 
of God. Weheretoze tn refuſing thereof, I ſbould do my felf 
w2cng.and cauſe a great blemth to all Thziſtendom,tbat would 
not b? defaced in long time afrer. Beſides I bave great hope of 
Gods help herein, foz whole fatth and hono? I bave undertaken 
this voyage. When Eſplandian heard his tathers mind, be ſpake 

boldier and fatd : That he would take that combate upon bim- 

ſelf alone. not onelp againſt tbe Souldan and the Queen , but a- 
gainſt two others moze with them.,ratber then it ſo ſpould be re- 

fuſed « whereupon it was concluded, that Amadis and be would 

fight, and ſending foz the meſſenger into the tent, Amadis ſaid 

unto her : Gentlewoman, you ſball tell the Souldan and the 

Queen that AY and my ſon are content to do as they require, 

wherefoze fet them chuſe what arms thep will, and foz the place 

it ſhall be between their camp and ours :; aſſuring them on tþe 

faitthcfa King , that not one ofcur ſoldiers ſhall once remobe 
bcw ſoever we ſped , wbich we defire likewiſe at their hands: 

and if it be their deſire to bave the combate fought this day, we 

are content to do it. With that the Gentlewoman returned,and 
roming to. 'the Souldans tent , ſhe declared her meſſage unto 

them, being ſuch as you babe heard: whereof the Bouldan was 

alad, but eſpecially the Queen , fo2 the great deſire ſþe had to ſee 
Eſplandian , - whereof ſþe agked the Gentlewomen what ſhe 
thought ofhim. Padam (ſaid ſhe) J have in my life time ſeen 
many tnen and wemen that nature had indued with great beauty 
but by the godg J confeſs it 1s all bur painting in regard of 
that I have found inhim : fo he ts fo fair and beautiful , that 
the moze J think thereon , ſo much the moze it maketh me con- 
cethe 
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ceibe ſuch beautp to be rather divine them bumane. That is 
murch(ſatd the Dueen.)J know not(ſaid the Gentlewoman)whar 
pou mean by that wozd Much, but J am well affured, if you had 
ſeen bim as J dtd, that you wouldſap as much ag Ido, and it 
may be moze. Truly (ſaid the Queen)befeze I enter in ccmbatre 
with bim, J will firſt ſee bim unarmed, and ſpeak witb him, 
not as an enemy to an enemy, but as friends. commonly do cne 
unto the other. Madam (ſaid the Souldan) ſeeing it is pour de- 
ſire, it were god our Gentilewoman went again unto them, to 
deſire them to gibe pou leave to come and vbifit them in their 


camp, not to pzocure them any cauſe of enbp_ but to do them hoe- 


noz : and foz that cauſe to deſire their ſafe conduct, This coun 
ſel ſeemed god unto the Queen, and without Ienger ſtaying ſbe 
ſent the Gentlewoman back again unto Amadisand Eſplandian 
whom ſhe found yer in tbe Tent whereas ſbe left them. aatith 
that the tcId them what her meſſage was, and the great defire the 
Queen bad to ſee them befoze they entredinto combate.King A- 
madis could not refrain laughing to hear the Gentlewoman ex: 
pzeſs the affection her miſtreſs had,asking king Luiſare what he 
thcught therein. Son (faidhe) deny not ber reaueſt, fo J aſſire 
you (fince our coming bither ) J have Feard the Queen to be e- 
ſteemed a wiſe and beautiful Peirceſs, Pou hear our anſwer 
(ſaid Amadis tothe Gentlewoman) let the Queen come bitter 
when ſbe thinketh god. fo2 ſhe ſhall be heartily welcome. agith 
that the Eentlewoman returned to the Queen , who being 


greatly pteaſed with that anſwer,determined the next day to go 


unto them.1But ſhe knew nct well what manner of apparreli ſte 


were beft to wear 2 ſometimes ſþe thought it fir to go as ſhe 


uſed when ſhe went to battel, andthen pzeſently changed epi- 
nion , thinking a twomans apparrel! would be meze ſeemly env 
conbenient , ſeeing ſhe went not to try their forces , tut onel» 
to win the lobe and favs? of Eſpland:an,if fhe inight pzoctire the 
ſame.

And rs bear ber company fþe took twelve of 
ber own gentiewom?en , ſa well furniſþed and ſet fozth with 
Ptones and Pearls, that thelitke was never ſ&n. hat done, 
ihe ſent unto ber ſþips fo? a moſt ſtrange and monſtrous beaſt : 
ivhereupor ſometimes ſþe uſed to-ride in xrear po:np, Jt was 
_ 8Sbigaga great D2omadary, tbe hair long and ſomewhat rel- 
iow, black ſpots, bis two ears hanging down into bis knees, 
babing but one eye, ſhining bzigbter then a burning glaſs, and 
Mod right tn the midſt of hts fuzebead.; out of his mouth there 
ulted two great teeth like ho2ns,, and although bis feet were 
cloben ltke an ox , pet was there no Part rn all the wozld that 
could cutrun him, were it in plain way, 2 over rocks. Jn that 
manner ſbe entered into the Chziſtans camp, of whom ſhe was 
not a little w3ndzed at befoze ſh2 came to King Luiſarts tenr, 
where Amadis, and in a manner all the pzincipal captains cf 
the.army ſtared fo? ber , pzaying Quedrasant to go out to wel-

taken the pains to come and viſit you: The firſt is the giftof 
beauty , which is ſuch in you , as Jcould never habe tmagined 
the ſame * The otber is the fozce cf pcur bodp and magnani- 
mity of your courage, whereby you are accounted altogether ins 
hinctble. The one IJ have ſ&n wich mine eyes to be ſo perfect, 
that I never hope to ſee the !1tke again, although I lived a thou- 
ſand ears and moze : the other , the ccmbate pou ſpall have a- 
gainlt the moſt puiſſant Souldan of Liquie will be a witneſs 
unto 1s ;and had it not bin that he requeſted me to fight againſt 
Ring Amadis ( becauſe bis onelp deſire is to pzcbe his body a-

bim leave to go that borage : hereunto by much tmpoztunity 
be granted. Foz which caive Brian bzake vp bis ſiege cf Cenite,

thence to Galipoli , andſo to Conilantinople, where he j:pned 
with the Chziſttan p2zitices that received him moſt gladly.

How king Amad:s & Eſplardian his ſon, fought againſt the Souldan 
of Liquie and Queen Calafre , and of the battel fought the ſame 
day both by ſea and land, berween the Chriſtians & the Pagans, 


Ugn Calafre returned to the Pagans camp as pou heard 
befcze, pzeſentl»yarmed her ſelf,and the Souldan likewiſe, 
and taped nct lang befoze tiey came unto the place where the 
rombate was aſſigned. wkere not ling after they found Amadis 
and Efplandian ; and becauſe the camps were not toell aſſured 
cfeach otber (notwithſtanding the oaths and pzomiſes cn both 
fides made)they ſet themſeltes in o:der of battel,net ſtirring cne 
fot ; King Perion ſending w:2d to Quedragant and King Chil- 
dadan,that ag thep had intelligence from the enemy,tbey ſhould 
ſet rpon their Armp by Sea : the like wozd toas ſent un- 
to the Empero?2 cf. Conſtantinople, that be might Iike- 
wiſe be prepared 2 and as tbe four Cembatants were ready ts 
ſtrike eachother, the S2uldan called Amadis and Eſplandian, 
agking them if they would not ſtoear and keep pzomiſe: (accoz- 
ding to the agreement ſent unto them Dy his gentlewoman)that 
the bangquiſþhers without tmpeachment ſbould lead away tbe 
banguiſþed.J truly»,fatd thep.therefſoze betcare ofug. Uith that 
Amadis niade towards the Dugn,and the S:uldan againſt Eſ- 
plandian,to twhom he gave ſo great a blow with his launce into. 
the ſhield, that te pierced it thzough:whereby divers thought aſ- 
furedIp he had been Weiinded to death, but it tvag not fo,fo2 the 
Inmnce paſſed under bis ſaddle writhcit any further FRE Eſ- 
| Pland1an 
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elandian gave him bis exchange, ſirtking him ſo fiercely,that he 
made bim lote both ſtirrep and ſaddle and fall upon the ground, 
with ſo great migbht,that be rolled twice oz thzice betoze he ftap. 
ed, in ſuch manner , tbat the belmet flew cf his head. Queen 
Calatre ran againſt King Amadis , and be againſt her :; and ag 
they were in tht middle of their courſe, Amadis turned the butt 
end of his launce againſt her, « paſſing fozward would not ſtrike 
her: yet ſhe held her launce down and ſtrake his hozſe in the 
[tee] of his fozebead,, and withal they met ſo ſtrongly body to 
body,that therewith rhe Queen fell down,and Amadis was con- 
ſtrained to light,bis hozſe was ſo aſtoniſhed with the truncheon 
of the launce that ſtuck within bis fozehead. Wut tbe Queen 
roſe pzeſently, and with her ſwo2d in hand went towards Ama- 
dis,the like did the Souldan to E!plandian that had ſuffered bim 
to take bzeath and lace his helmet,not fo2 any gd be wiſhed him, 
but that at the end of his career he eſpied the pzinceſs Leonorine 
ſtanding on the walls of Conſtantinople, whereat be was ſo a- 
baſbed, that everp man ſaid , the Dovuldan had hurt him in the 
body. Nevertheleſs within to2t ſpace after they knew the con- 
trary ; fo2 be lighted on fot , * where between them two was 
fought the moſt perillous combat that ever was ſ&n, fo2 Rodri- 
Sue Was as valiant a Knight in arms as any tn his time : but 
ſplandian handled him in ſuch maner,that oftentimes he made 
him clean ſozget the ſubtilties that commonly he uſed in fuch 
affairs, and in the end uſed him ſo bardly, that it might evident- 
ip be ſen the victory would be his. Mean time the Queen uſed 
all ber fozce to cbercome King Amadis,whoholding in bis band 
a great truncheon ofa launce in teadofa ſwozd,gave her ſuch a 
blow on the creſt of ber helmet , that he made ber eyes ſtart 
within ber bead. UW%erewith ſhe berng much offended, ſpake 
unto him, and ſaid : What fir Kniaht? Do poi think me either 
to be a dog o2 elfe a country clown , that pou ſem to bear me 
with a ſtaff? 1By my head befſoze you eſcape cur of my bands, 
there ts no armoz pu have bur will be needful fa2 you to the 
ſafegard of Tour life. - Calafre (ſaid Amadis) all mpltfe time TY 
have been a ſerbant unto Ladies , and ifat rhis time I ſhould 
v2gin with ycu to ſhew them ill + rbe ge) that others yabe re- 
Ik k 2 | ceived 
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received at my hands trould be leſs eſteemed. Pou accotnt nix 
then (ſatd the Queen) one of that number : but you ſhall p2e- 
- (ently feel that Jam ſomething moze £: with that (ſhe tok ber 
Cwozd itt both hands, and in great choller gave him ſuch a blow, 
that (ſhe. clave his ſhield in tro, and thinking to double hex 
ſtroke , Amadis ſtepped tunto her and plucked hers from off hex 
neck , with ſuch fozce , that ſhe was conſtrained to kneel upon 
te ground, Nevertheleſs ſhe roſe pzeſently again , and thin- 
king to berevenged,, uſed all her ſozce fo charge Amadis , why 
turning aiide gabe ber ſuch a blow with hts trun<eon hard bp 
the ear , and therewith made her ſo aſt:niſhed, that her ſmozd 
fell out of ber hand :{ wherewtth be ſtepped F-2ward, and taking 
ber by the helmet, (atd unto her ; Ncw pcu ſhall be my p2iſoner 
whether pcu will oznot , as well as the Souldan ts p2iſoner to 
my ſen, With that he Queen Ioked-afide and percetved that 
Amadisſaid true : wherefoze ſhe ſaid: Trulp J am your p2iſo- 
ner.ſeeing fo2tunk will have ir ſo ; and therewith Rodrigue and 
Eſplandian came unto then, and they four going cut of the lifts, 
went unto the Chziſlians camp ; the Pagans that ſaw them 
ied awap in whom in a manner conſiſted moſt of their hope, 
when the camps ſhould joyn in battel, made countenance to re- 
cue them ; which cauſed the Cheiſttans to ſtand all dap in ozder 
of battel ; mean time tyev agreed among themſelves ro ſend the 
Souldan and the £ueen into Conltantinople, Gandalin having 
tharge to bzing them 1!!-1cher, and pzeſent rhem to rhe Pzinceſs 
Leonorine , frem Amadi- and Eſpiandian , tho thanked them 
moſt beartily. And befoze be returned again unto the gamp, 
A ſouldter of Thrace (ryzat had dwelt in Tartaria abcve tthenty 
Pear together) came and 71: 15ed himſelf unto the Cheiſtians, 
and told King. Perion and Luiiarr , the: tbeir enemies deter- 
mined the next day in the niozning to firpziſe them befoze they 
were aware, wh-reof they ?Dbertiſed the Empero? of Conſtanct- 
nople,to ihe end ie mriibt be ready. There were inthe City fs2zty 
thouſcend then, hereof bs appointed thirtp thouſand to ifſue 
fozth upon the enemies rereward, as ſon as they percetbed 
the battel once begun , and gave likewiſ? intelligence to King 
 Childadan and Quedraganc, that his ſpies had bzought binr 
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news that Alphorax had unfurniſhed þis ſhips of men to 
{ttrengthen their armp cn land, truſting to the ſtraights which 
thep crean to k&ep, hoping tbereby to ſail into the Majorque 
ſeas, if foztiune favor not their enterpeiſe ; and ther? 1t would be 
o00d(wtith rbe other Chziſttan pzinces adviſe)that they ſþould ſet 
upon him, «nd that Frandalo with his Fleet ſbould ſeccnd them. 
Gahich news underſtood by the two Eenerals of the army by 
ſca, thep ſentiunto King Amadis and the reſt of the Commean- 
dergsin tie Camp, to know their adviſe :-whereunto anſwer 
was returned, that thep ſh: uld follow tte opintcnof the @mpe- 
r02 of Conſtantinople, which thep ſhould execute upon the next 
day in the mozning: whereupon Frandalo ceaſed not all night to 
make and p?epare divers kinds of artificial fires , wherewith 
h2 made account to burn the moſt part cf Alphorax ſhtps,whidz 
be dtd, as hereafter you fhall bear. But to return to King Ar- 
mato and his fozces : About an hour bel(oze day:, accc2ding to 
thetr fozmer determinations, thep began to march againſt the 
Cheiſtians, thinking to finde them lepirig, an> thereby to flap 
thetr watch befoze they thculd have means to ſef themſelves in 
dzder of battel. Nevertheleſs ther found the mſelres deceived, 
fo2 thep were already ſet in ozder of battel, ſtanding cloſe, wittz 
great deſire to recerbe their enemp as the» did; the Emperoz 
cfRome had the bantguard,and with bim king Luifare:King A- 
madis,king Perion, Ga/aor,and Eſplandian the main batte!: ang 
Floreſtan, Bruneo,and Balan,the rereguard. Dn the Pagans fide 
there marched firſt, the Sovuldan cf Alaxa,, theeſcoze Knights, 
two Ca'iffes, and four Tamorlanes , that in'great fury ſet vpa1N 
the Empero2 of Rome and his battel : where at their firft arri- 
bal many a bzate Knight was Croken down, both on the one fide: 
and the other , foz Eſplandian and the Choiſtian Peinces being 
jorned tegether, gabe not cne blow but it was a deadly Iroke ;- 
r7erat the firſt they were repulſed by the great quantity of ar- 
ri ws the enemies ſhor againſt them , wbich flew in ſo great 
number.ttat Fajiſtcnes never fell thicker cut oftte gkres:wher-: 
by it fell out, that both vantavard,main battel, and teregerd. 1 - 
dured much pain : with that Norandel, Talanque , Manlev, 
Trion,Landin,Licoran,Imoſi!, Palomir, tail, Elian, and ge Fs. 
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clude,all Eſplandians companions with thirty thouſand men <:; 
ſen by the Empero2,ifſied out ofthe City: which ſmall trop (re: 
ſolutelp determined) did ſo abaſh the Pagans, that in a manner 
they all loft their courages ; whereby they pzeſently began to re: 
coilas far back as they advanced themſelbes , where with thoſ- 
that befo:e had bin in tear to courage again, and turning their 
faces on the eneinp, recovered the grcund that they hadloſt, in 
ſuch ſo2t, that with god cauſe they might well cry, Uictozpp. Dn 
the other fide, Quedravanc and Childadan ſetting ſail, made to- 
wards the Straightz,at the entrp whereof Frandalo-overtwk them 
with fourſcoze veilels cf all ſnzts : and as they had ſpoken toge- 
ther touching their enterpzrze, (confidering the great Power of 
their enemies/1t was agreed that Frandalo(that had pzoved them 
_ atotber rimes) [ould fiilt ſet upon them ; wherewith be began 
to ſail fozrvards, and Alphorax likewiſe againſt him, gibing a 
fign of battel trohis men, who with great courage entred up: n 
ten of the beſt Gallies the Cheiſttans had,and ſunk them tn the 
ſea ; yer Frandaio nought abaſhed, ſet fire on moze than an bun- 
d:ed of their Ships befoze Childadan entred into fight : but nat 
long after, be and Quedragant came unto them, where go) de- 
fence v2ebatled. Jn which fight they continued foz the ſpace af 
ermbt bours withaut any fign upon which fide the victozy would 
fall, until Quedragant boarded Alphorax ſhip, andentred by 
fozce, laving «ll that were therein. What need I ſtand longer 
to diſcourſe ? The Turks ſeeing thetr Captain dead, and their 
manifeſt overthzow befcze their taccs, being ready to fall into 
the Chziſtians hands, began ta flie, and by fs:ce of oars entred 
into the Bajozque ſea ; but not all, (oz there were taken,burnt, 
and dzowned about two oz thz& bundzed Gallies, Galltaſes, 
Foiſts,and B2igandines, the reſt ſaved themſelves in ſuch ſo2r 
as you beard befoze : to whom night was ſa much afliſtant, thar 
the chaſe endured not ſo long as elſe it Would have dine, Alpho- 
rax dead, and his Army overthzown , the Chziſtians aembled 
themſelves together, ſtaying to hear news from their Army on 
land, which in the mean tine had (3 much to endure, that won- 
der it was tow they could hold out ; and among tbe reft the god 
-£1d King Perion and Luiſart ſ&1ng Eſplandian raging itkea iron 
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cl{owsd by the tnterg , would not leabe bim fearing to loſe 
im, and ſo long ttey followed bim, firtking both on the right 
{ide and the left, that thep fund themſelves incloſedby abobe 8 
thouſand Turkiſh Hozſemen.not taving any other aid than Gry- 
medan Duke of Briſtol, Guilan,Brandovuas, Nicoran of the filver 
152idge,Cendil de gonate,and a fewotbers. @urelp thoſe erght 
02 nine cauted thoſe that met tim to tuy full. dearly their aps 
p;oach,as not being the firſt danger wherein rhþep tad fallen:ne- 
vertbeleſs in the end being cver weary and ſoze travelled with 
the blows they bad given and received , thep were clean cut of 
bzeath , and the wozſt was their hozfes were flain under them, 
and they themſelves Cs ſ:2e wcunded, that thep were all lain im 
the place,onelp Eſpland:an that in a maner could ſcarce It{t up Fig 
artns , when King Amadis tis father with a great number of 
French-men feind him there » whereat the battel begun fiercer 
than ever it had been , fo2 Amadis and his company ſering the 
Kings dead ,, and their companions Iring on the ground , 'and 
Eſplandian fighting in the middle cf them on frot, thep were in a 
mankr mad, and therewith made ſuch laughter, that the Tinks 
were fozced to ſeparate themſelves,and Eſplandian bozfed again, 
and being on hozſeback , notwitt ſtanding all hrs wcunds, te 
(ewed well that bis body was not weary , fo? be followed the 
enemies inſuchſozr, (mobed trith grief to ſee his friends dead) 
that in ſhozt ſpace (by the aid of his father andthe relt that fc 1- 
lowed bim ) be fozced the Souldan of Alaxa and b1s foldiers ts 
turn their backs and flie , and in his flight gave bim ſuch & 
blow with his ſwozd upon the head , that he rake him deaF] 
and moze than an bundzed Pagans with bim ; Amadis likewiſe 
did ſo valiantly, with all the: knights of France, Great Brittain, 
and Sweathland , eſpecially the king cf Denmark , Talanque, 
Ambor, and Norandel, that wonder it wagto ſe, yet had their 
valo? little p22bailed without the atd thar the Emperoz2 of Con- 
tantinople bzought thither , with a great Atop of Yozſe-men 
that the Emperoz of Rome had like wiſe catbered together : Hy 
which means King Armato with thirty other Kings and their 
Retinue, were clean oberthzotn, and tte mct partofthem pie 
[1 the ſw92d : the Cheiſtion Rnights making fuch Yaughter,thet 
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the blood ran about the field in ſuch abundance,as if it had rain- 
ed bled a whale day tegether ; and greater had the abundance 
been if night had not come on, which ſeparated them, the-UWe- 
ſtern Pzinces remaining incamped in the fteld, til] day opened, 
that they might accompliſh their deffres Mean time Amadis 
cauſed Watch and Sentinels to be ſet in all places, becauſe he 
had been adbertiſed that King Armaco that had fled away , af- 
ſembled bis men byltttle and Itttle, which to do he cauſed hozng 
and dzums to ſound thzoughout the ffeld , making fire round 
abaut the place where he had retired , ſending two Knights to 
the ſea ftde to know what Had happened to his fon : bit news 
was bzought brim that be was lain, and all bts ſhips burnt and 
dzowned , except tifrp oz thz&ſcoze that were at the end of the 
ſtraights of the Majorque ſea, ſtaping to hear news of him: aſ- 
ure pour ſelves that ſuch news pleaſed him nct tw well, never- 
theleſs, percetbing it moze convenient to ſupply b1s own ne- 
ceſstty than to ſpend the ttme in ſozrow and tears, be called 
- fuch captains as he had together , with whom be determined 
Pzeſently to depart, and befo2e day to tmbargue that (inall num- 
ber of men that reſted, befoze the Charſtitans ſhould percerbe the 
fame. With that he commanded from place to place that eberp 
man ſhould pzeſently retire , and without noiſe make towards 
the ſea ; where being arrihed , they entred into their ſhips flp- 
ing towards Tartaria in all the haſte they could : whereof rhe 
Emperoz of Conſtantinople being advertiſed, ſent Frandalo and 
divers Gallies with him to follow them, but all in vain : in the 
mean time the hurt Knights and ſoldiers were bought into the 
Citp.,and the dead burted each accozding to bis degree : where- 
in the Enpero2 ſhewed great afection , eſpecially as touching 
the burial of the Kings Perion and Luifart, fuz whom, Eſplan- 
dian (coming to the Gmpire) and thoſe that ſucceeded atter him, 
cauſed two Pyramides to be made , not any thing inferto2 to 
thoſe which ſometime were erected in the City of Memphis, as 
twell foz the Kings Miris , Chemnis, as others : and hard by 
them they buried the bodies of the valiant knights Balan, He- 
lian; Polimner, Enil, Gramedan, the god old man, and divers 
ther knights that died in that battel, fighting in the defence 
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of the faith of Jeſus Cheift , with fo their bleed ſouls ds 
now remain in joy. And becauſe no mention bath been made of 
Nureen Calafre fince her captivity,neitber cf the aid that ſhe had 
b:ougbt unto the Pagan kings, it ſ&me th reafon that XN ſhould 
declare the occaſion why her women fought nct with. the reft : 
_ pot muſt underſtand, that the Queen perceiving her im one day 
to,be taken not onely with the love of Þ knight Eſplandian , but 
by the fozce of his father king Amadis, not long after ſþe had 


been inthe company of the Pztnceſs Leonorine, to whom Gan- 


dalin bzought her , ſhe ſent unto her Siſter Lyore to wtll ber 
tith her women to return to ſea , keeping apart from all the 
Pagans, without once ſtirring from thence,fo2 any thing what- 
ſoever ſh: uld fall, till the received further news/fro:n her,wbich 
was partly the cauſe cf the enemies cvberthz:w - foz thep doub- 
ting ſcme treaſon. berng ſeparated in that fozt, from that time 
fozward were 1m ſome tear and in greater (ſuſpition than befoze: 
and not without cauſe, foe that if Lyore had atded king Armato 
both by ſea andland,as ſhe might have done, if her ſiſter had not 
f.2bt1dt en ber, it 1s ltkelp her eſquadzon of women being twenty 
thouſand ſtrong and ſomewiat moze,had done great miſchief to- 


the Cheiftitans:but God cf his godneCs pzovided better foz them.

Am becatiſe queen Calatre 
had always p2etended to marry with Eſplandian, perceiving hex 
intent fruſtrate, ſþe couldnet refrain to ſyeak in peſence cf tt 
all.« ſaid tinto them; My Lo2d,J beſocy you give me leave to de- 
clare my min>.NXt ts certain(ſaid ſhe) p th:ſe which know me ar?

P:ecious ſtones that are within my countries. As touching mp

And becauſe her ft- 
ſter Liote was not at tbat aſſembly. but with ber ſhips Iying in 
tbe ſtraights. ( as Queen Calafre had commanded her as 70u 
heard beſoze) ſhe deſired the Empercz to ſend foz her , ttho pze- 
ſently ſent þ admiral Tartary to fetch her :; ſhe being come,and 
baving. heard her ſiſters mind , eaſily agreed thereto, and by the 
ſame meanes wag married to Manley the wiſe, both eſpouſedat 
one time, and being baptiſed , cauſed all thetr army to do the 
like: which done, not long afrer thoſe new married couples ta- 
king tbeir leaves of the Kings , Pzinces, Lozds, Ladies, and 
Gentlewomen of the Ccurt, they imbarqued themſelves, Man- 
ley baving with him the vefſels wherein Childadan his farber 
arrived in the eaſt , and I alanque thcſe of king Galaor, which 
tbey cauſed to be fraighted and laden with all things neceſſarp 
fo: ſo ſtrange a country. And ſetting ſail foz Californ'e , not 
withcut great trouble , (which in the end they chercame) thep 
arrived in ſafety, wtere afterward thep-had many battels with 
ther netghbozs bozdering abour them , whcm they overcame, 
augmenting their dominions with manp great lands and ter- 
rito:1es. WBut becauſe tbe ſubject of our Piſtozp is not ſirther 
to intreat of them, we will (oz this pzefent leave them to go on 
with that which'afrerward was done in the City of Conftanci- 
nople. Pcu heard before of the love of Norandel and Quen 
Minoreſle, that daily increaſed in them moze and moze , which 
the Empzeſs knowing full well, cauſed them to be married to- 
aether,the Gmpercy giving ro Norandel the Caſtle of the defen- 
ded mountain, with the tc wns of Altarin and Galatia , foz the 
which he recompenced Frandalo with the rich, fertile and well 


peopled Ifles cf Galatines. Mean time the Emperoe Eſplandian 


nct fozgetting the tmpziſenment of Urganda, one day among the

with a gd wind arrived at the caſtle cf che detended mountain, 
where (be remained certain days,ſtaping fo? king Armatos paſ- 
pozt which by one of her women ſhe ſent to fetch, who foind Ar- 
marcoas melancholly as might be.,freling as yet his fo2tune paſt, 
ſpecially the death of his ſon Alphorax , which without ceaſing 
be continually lamented. UWith that the gentlewoman gave him 
to underftand the cauſe of her arribal, wherewith he was Co well 
pleaſed, P preſently be cauſed Carmellesſafe condutt to be made. 
and giving it to the meſſenger,ſaid unto b2r:By friend, return 
unts pour miſtriſs and aſſure ker from me , tþat ſþe may come 
unto my coirt as ofren as tt pleaſeth her, remembeing well the 
pleaſures ſhe ſpewed unto me during my iMp2iſoninent. Lhe 
gentle woman thanked him moſt heartily, and returned to Car- 
melle? wha within few days after went to Tefifanc to Armato, 
where ſhe declared at large the effect of her embaſſage , which 
beard by king Armato and confidzing with himſelf, that fo2 1'r- 
canda he might recover one of his greateſt friends, and thereby 
cauſe the Ch:iſtian P2inces foz a time to refrain the cverriun- 
ning ofhis cotuntry, ſent pzeſently fo2 Melie, deſiring her in all 
affettion (to2 h1s ſake) to grant to his deſire and the pleaſure of 
the Chziſtians, confidzing the offer made b» them toag both ad- 
vantage unto him and his. Mclie defircus to pleaſe Armarto, 
bzake her mcyantinents, and witboiur delay Ur ganda was deli- 
tered unto Carmelle, up3n candition,j ſþe being arrived in th? 
citp of Conſtantinople,ſhouldlikewiſe ſet the Souldan cf Liquie 
at liberty, which tbe (wo2ze and pzomiſed to do 2: which hu tas 
king their leabe of Armato,they travelled ſo long,that they ain? 
unto fcaſtle che defended mountain, where Ursanda caiifed them 


fo ſeabe Carmelles ſhip toenter into the great ſerpent that as pet 
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{be found there, which pzeſentlp of it ſelf began tc ſail, as it bad 
alwars dcne befoze Urganda was in pziſon,in ſich manner. that 
wrthciut impeachment they arrived in tLe-Paben of Conſtanci- 


zople,where the Pzinces and lozds being cn \Þoar,deſcemded to 
the water fide to receive Urganda:And thinking to b:ingber 19. 


the palace, ſhe defired them tu ſtay there til] a pzopheſie were ac- 
compliſhed, tpat ſhould be done beco;e the ſun went down ,fobich 
they agreed unto: not onelp to pleaſe her mind. but likewiſe deſi - 
ring to ſte that it ſhould be. With p they were abaſþed that the 
great ſerpent began to ſeap and laboz in the water, as 1f itt had 
bin in the greatcſt ſctozm » ever was, althci'gh the ſea vas bery 
caim,but onlp-ad: ut the ſerpent. where-it raged in moſt hozrible 
maner, but tbat which moſt abaſhed the bet olders was, that the 
beflel caſt fozth ſuch hoprtble cries, that not one anicng them but 
bis hair ſtd tp2ight upon bis bead foe fear.

after hex. Whereat every man began to laugh , ſaying to the 
Emperoz,that tfa gentlewoman had pzedeſtinated the ſame un- 
to him,and kept it long ttme , another gentlewomen o2 ſþe ber 
ſelf upon a ſudden had taken it from him again. With that Ur- 
ganda was ledunto the palace,accompanted by the Emperoz with 
all the kings and knights; where not long after the @. i.ldan of 
Liquie was delivered and ſent ro Tefifanc,and about ihe begin- 
ning of the next web after the weſtern pinces twk fpping : 
and being imbargqued with Ursanda(recommending the Empe- 
r02 to Ged \fafled fozwards,till at the laſt every man arrtved at 
bis deſired baven, namely king Amadis,that found Oriane verp 
ſad fo2 the death of her mother newly dzceaſed , which much 
moze increaſed when ſ{þe knew hex father king Lu:ſart was dead, 
- But tn the end,tim? made her to fozget ber ſorow , but not ſo 
ſon as Amadis could have wiſhed. 
How the Emperor Eſplandian ſent Norandel to take poſleſsion of 
the country he had given him, and of che taking of Teſifanr, 
Dt I:ng aſter the weſtern pzinces were departed into their 
countries, tbe Emperoz Eſplandian wouldthat Norandel 
ould go unto the Cattle of che defended mountain, and other 
towns that be had given hin, to make war againſt king Arma- 
£0, fo2 which catiſe be gave him a great number of ſoldiers, with 
the which ts make ſhozr he aſſailed the king of Turkp, and bad 
battel tegether, wherein many a valiant knight loſt their lives: 
nevertheleſs , the bictozp fell cn Norandels (fide, whereby» he 
cauſed Armarto to flip away, retiring to his city of Teffanc, 
which being known unto the Ginpero2,he departed frem Con- 
flantinopie, and with a great armp going into Turkp,, j_pned 
with Norandels power, and beſieged Teſifanc, but fear ſeized ſo 
wel upon Armato, that be tound means to flie away, and leave 
the town, which not long airer was taken, and the Pyzinceſs 
Heliaxe b2:ught unto the 2nipero2,who uſed her courtreoufip, and 
ſent ber gain unto ber fathr. Amplieon king cf Medea, giving 
ber divers rich Pzeſents, News being ſozead thzoughout the 
COilt3» 
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;v11ntry ef Turky cf.the fight of king Armato , as alſo of the ta- 
zing of Telifant , diverg,towns and cities pielded to Eſplandian, 
that gave them likewiſe jg-Norandeltq becauſe wintercame on be 
returned into Thrace, where two of his nephews, ſons of Galaor 
came to biſit him,and to receive the ozder of knighthod: which hs 
gave unto them with b:th armoz « hozſes,minding to requeſt them 

to travel to Telifant unto Norandel, there to begin their firſt in- 
trance into arms, but they deſired rathgr.to,take the way to Cal-- 
fornie, where Manley and Talanque had great war againſt their 
neighbozs;which the Emperoz perceiving,cauſed all things necec- 
ſary ſoz ſo long a vepage to be given them , with ſo go) Pilots, 
that in the end they arrived at their defired Paven , where thep 
attatned to great bonoz and eſtttnaticn among the beſt Knights. 
15ut not to enter further to diſcourſe of them, we will fo2 this p:e- 
ſent let them reſt, And 1et it ſuffice pou to know, how that as time 
paſſed, Perion ſucc&eded in his fathers ſeat, and Garinter married 
inthe eaſt parts with Heletria queen cf Cicharee,and was tbe beft 
knight in all the wozld. And becauſe tt 1s declared atlarge inthe 
lixth and ſeventh books cf this our Piſtdzy, we will paſs it over at

the Gentletwoman of Denmark. . Thefp p2tnces having underſtg) 
Urgandas mind.fatled not therein, ſo that about the ſame time ſhe 
wilied them to come,they all arrived ther? ; where Urganda recei- 
bed them , not with a ſmiling countenance as ſþe uſed ozdinarily 
to do, bit with tears in her eyes, whereat they being much abaſþ-
